before his nomination. Neither Lincolu 
nor Gresham had the political experience or 
the taste for agitation which would lead to 
the establishment of a literary bureau. All 
the efforts made for the nomination of either 
were inspired by their friends, carried on 
voluntarily, and without suggestion or di- 
rection from the candidate in either instance. 
The trifling expense aefrayed by the persons 
indirectly and remotely interested in bring- 
ing about the nomination of J udge Gresbam 
was assumed principally because they be- 
lieved his choice by the Chicago Conven- 
tion would best promote the welfare of the 


Republican party. 
THE PRESIDENCY ALWAYS SOUGHT IN 
VAIN. 


Getting the Presidency is similar to getting 
a wife, in this respect, that the suitor dislikes 
being sought for, fished for, intrigued for, or 
caught by managing mothers. He wants the 
privilege of popping the question himself. 
So it is with the people. They dislike being 
courted or caught by intriguing candidates 
and scheming bureaus or manufactured 


| booms. 


It may be asserted without fear of contra- 
diction that the people have never in the last 
half century elected to the Presidency a man 
who ardently sought the nomination in pref- 
erence to one who did not. The machine 
candidates are always defeated. Possibly 
one exception may be claimed in the Demo- 
cratic list of successful candidates, that of 
Buchanan, but with the Whigs and Repub- 
licans since 1836 it has been invariably true 
that tney put their leaders in the White 
House only when the office sought the man, 
and not the man the Office. 

Martin Van Buren succeeded Jackson as 
residuary legatee of Old Hickory,” who, at 
the time, had. complete control of his party. 
Four years later—1840—came the first Whig 
triumph in the election of Gen. Harrison. 
Henry Clay was the real leader and embod- 
‘iment of the principles of his party and 
aspired for the nomination, as did Scott, but 
both were passed by and Harrison, who had 
himself made no effort to secure the honor, 
was callea from his farm on the Ohio River, 
at North Bend, placed on a “log-cabin and 
hard-cider” platform, and triumphantly 
elected. Four years later the Gallant 
Harry of the West,” the “ Plumed Knight” 
of his time, massed his forces so well and 
made his ante-convention fight with such 
skill that he secured a nomination by ac- 
clamation, only to be beaten at the polls by 
the comparatively unknown Polk, on whom 
the Democratic nomination was thrust. 

In 1848 Clay and Webster both made de- 
termined efforts to secure the nomination, 
but it went unsolicited to Gen. Zach Taylor, 


who was elected easily over the chronic 


Presidency-hunters, Cass and Van Buren. 


| Thus while the Whig party remained strong 


and consolidated it succeeded twice when it 
named candidates who did not seek the prize, 
and was beaten twice when it allowed the 
leadership to go to men who schemed and 
hunted for it eagerly. 

When the Republican party was formed it 
tendered the nomination to Fremont unsolic- 
ited, who polled ali the votes possible for any 


who ardently desired to lead the new party 
were laid aside and the honor given unasked 
to the Pathfinder,“ who, if he did not suc- 
ceed at the polls, carried terror to the De- 
mocracy and made a finer run than could have 
been anticipated. 

In 1860 Lincoln hardly dreamed of any 
higher honor than the second place on the 
ticket, and could scarcely have been said to 
have sought that. Seward was the great 
party chief, and, with a powerful following 
acting pur tt his shrewd instructions, 
he fert fident that the long-coveted nom- 
ination was at last within his grasp. But the 
favorit who had worked hard and long for 
the place at the head of the ticket had to 
stand aside in the convention, and Lincoln, 
who had hardly dared to hope for the Vice- 
Presidency, had the unsolicited nomination 
for the Presidency thrust upon him. 

The old precedent stood unbroken, and 
Lincoln triumphed easily over Douglas, who 


for twelve years. In 1864, without turning a 
finger or saying a word, Lincoln was renom- 
inated and elected. Chase and other Repub- 
licans aspired to Lincoln’s place and made 
what efforts they could to supersede him, but 
without avail; and at the polls Lincoln easily 
beat McCleHan, whose longings for the Pres- 
idency had ruined him as a General and 
caused him to be at heart a sympathizer with 
the enemy. 

In 1868 Grant gave ub his post in the army 
with great reluctance, accepted the unsought 
nomination, and beat the coy but plotting 
and working Seymour outof sight. Renom- 
inated without effort and in accordance with 
party precedent, Grant was triumphant over 
Greeley, in whose bonnet the bee had buzzea 
80 long that he deserted the principles of a 


| the Democracy, whom he detested, in the 
hope to attain the White House. 
In 1876 Morton, Blaine, Bristow, and Conk- 


went unsought to Hayes, who was inaugu- 
rated as the next President over Sammy 
Tilden, who had sought and dreamea of 
the Presidency for many years. In 1880 
Grant, twice victorious when the nomination 
went to him unsolicited, was beaten in the 
convention when he sought the post of lead- 
ership. Sherman and Blaine also strove in 
vain to get it, and the nomination went with 
a rush to Garfield, who was eloquently asx- 
ing it for another. Garfield swept the ficid 
against Hancock, who had been tormented 
by the Presidential bee ever since the close 
of the war. 

In 1884 the Republican policy was broken 
and the nomination bestowed on Blaine, as 
it had been on Clay by the Whigs when he 
solicited it, and the Plumed Knight” was 
defeated at the polls by the fat man,“ who 
sut in his chair at Albany, blinked, and did 
nothing to secure the Democratic nomuina- 
tion, Which was tendered to him over the 
heads of aspiring chieftains like Bayard, 
McDonald, Carlisle, Hendricks, and Trum- 
bull. 

Possibly it may be claimed that in the 
Democratic list of candidates Buchanan is 
an exception, and that his name presents an 
instance where a candidate ardently seeking 
a nomination and running a literary bureau 
to get it actually reached the White House. 
Buchanan, however, had been Minister to 
England and out of the country for four 
years preceding his nomination, and this ab-

Others, 


had struggled like a giant for the Presidency | 


lifetime and entered into illicit relations witch 


ling strove in vain for the nomination, which 


ganization of parties and the adoption of the | 


tne National Republican Convention hesitate 
in making a choice? Cleveland, who gained 
a nomination four years ago without an effort 

and who pledged himself against a second 
term, has broken this with all his other 


promises, and in his consuming desire to ro- 


tain place and power has used the Federal 
offices at his command to force his own re 
nomination. 

A splendid opportunity is presented to 
place against Cleveland a Republican candi- 
date who has not,sought the nomination, and 
then see whether the record of half a century 
will still hold good. In Judge Gresham the 
Republicans have preéminentiy- the candi- 


date needed. In addition to his other merits, , 


qualifications, and points of availability it 
must be remembered that he is in a position 
where self-seeking on his part cannot be 
suspected. Occupying a high post in the Fed- 
eral Judiciary, he is further removed from 
the field of party management and conven- 
tion manipulation than any man whose 
name has been mentioned in connection with 
the nomination. He has no literary bureau; 
no paid managers; no hired agents. His 
candidacy springs from the spontaneous ex- 
pressions of popular favor and not from 
planning, plotting, manipulation, or ma 
chine work of any kind. 

In the last half century’s history of Americ- 
an politics such men have invariably prevailed 
at the volls over the nomination-hunters and 
machine candidates, and there can be no 
doubt Judge Gresham would sweep the field 
against Cleveland, who now comes forward 
foreciosing on the Democratic nomination 
and demanding itin the teeth of his own 
declarations against a second term. That 
the Presidential office should seek the man 
and not the man the office appears to be a 
deep-seated and determining sentiment with 
the American people. 


WHERE IS THE LINE TO BE DRAWN?! 

The cause which created nota little dis- 
turbance in Chicago during the week and 
which has supplied all parties and creeds 
with matter for discussion in Great Britain 
and Ireland—namely: [the Papal rescript cr 
edict to the Imsh Catholics—has become 
sufficiently familiar to thinking men to re- 
ceive calm consideration. The question 
which it presses upon intelligence and con- 
science is, Where is the line to be drawn! Is 
the Pope ffee to speak in the form of com- 
mand upon any political subject to further 
any purpose, and is it sufficient for Roman 
Catholics that he shall dub the question one 
of faith and morals to secure their obedi- 
ence? | 

This is a serious question. It involves not 
only the liberty of parties, the liberty of per- 
sons, but even the destiny of States. If the 
Pope, criticising political tactics in one coun- 
try, may, under the plea of the involvement 
of faith and morals, shape political conduct 
for those acknowledging his spiritual su- 
premacy, he may try the same proceeding in 
all other countries. He has only to label a 
rescript or edict “faith and morals” and 
forthwith it becomes not only mandatory but 
final. It must not even be discussed, accord- 
ing to the statement of a well-known Roman 
Catholhe¢ ot Chicago who has enjoyed political 
office for twenty years and always made a 
livelihood out of politics. Is the view of Mr. 
W. J. Onahan to be accepted as authentic? 
If it be authentic from the Roman Catholic 
side of looking at Papal interference in poli- 
tics, are Roman Catholics generally prepared 
to abide the logical consequences? 

A vast public meeting was held at Battery 
D to express sympathy with the struggling 
Irish people, who, while valiantly striving to 
secure by constitutional means the long-de- 


layed land reforms maugurated by Gladstone. 


and o»structed by the Tories ana coercion, 
have been directed from Rome to abandon 
the plan of campaign and give up boycotting, 
two modes of passive resistance by which 
the principles of the reformed land laws have 
been obtained largely by the classes of op- 
pressed tenants not entitied or able to go into 
pe courts. Mr. Onahan, doubtiess by inaa- 

ertence, was invited to the meeting. Al- 
though the invitation was sent privately he 
did not reply privately, but felt bound to fur- 
nish to the city press his denunciation of the 
meeting which 6,000 or 8,000 of his country- 
men attended. He characterized the pro- 
posal to hold such a meeting as “ atrocious.” 
Several other individuals, too obscure Yor 
consideration, held a factious meeting in a 
little corner of the Opera-House, gave out 
their paltry conference as the Opera-House 
meeting,” and adopted resolutions in the 
same strain, which, when they called to pre- 
sent them to Archbishop Feehan, he refused 
to receive. Judge Moran, weakiy becoming 
alarmed at exaggerated reports of probabie 
dissension, declined to preside at the Battery 
meeting, but based his declination solely on 
grounds of taste, though fear or moral cow- 
ardice, many think, was the cause. 

Have Roman Cathoiics the right to decline 
and publicly to declare their retusal to accept 
ana submit to Papal dictation in politics? Is 
it “atrocious’’ for them to do so? Mr. Onahan 
says itis. This is indeed dangerous doctrine. 
What the Pope tries today in Ireland he may 
try tomorrow in the United States. There 
may be a Papal “‘ rescript”’ in the next Presi- 
dential campaign involving, for example, the 
public-school system, and di ing the Ro- 
man Catholics of this en Ronee saa 3 against 
a candidate favoring it on the alleged ground 
of faith and morals.“ Will it be atrocious 
for American Roman Catholics to denoutice 
this? Is there one law for the feeble and 
harried Catholics of Ireland and another for 
the more fortunate Catholics of America? 
The “plan of campaign” in Ireland has been 
a peaceful procedure analogous to the combi- 
nation of a number of persons in this country 
to decline to submit to what they believe ex- 
tortion. Tenants, too poor to carry on law- 
suits themselves or excluded by leases 
wrung from them and thus technically ex- 
cluded from present appearance in court, 
have placed in the hands of a trustee the 
sum they are willing to pay as rent, provided 
the reduction were voluntarily allowed by 
their landlora which the courts were com- 
pelling other landlords to allow. Is this so 
violative of “faith and morals” as to call 
for . rescript really intended to help the To- 
ries? 

It is to be observed that the plan of cam- 
paign was notano-rent document. It was 
not revolutionary. It was at the worst only 
dilatory: a proposal for compromise, for ar- 
bitration. If the trustee in whose hands the 
rent money was placed to be paid to the land- 

lord at the right time should waste it in 
Seip td and neither pay the landlord’s tax 
nor return the trust fund to the owners of 
the money, then indeed we might look with 
some satisfaction upon a Papal rescript 
touching faith and morals,” and no one 
would object to Mr. Onahan’s approval of 
it. But happily for the Roman Catholics of 
both Ireland and the United States the re- 
fusal to accept the rescript as binding has 
been earnest and general in both countries, 
The ‘officials of the league in the United 
States have followed the example of their 
countrymen in Ireland in spurning it, both in 
principle and in application. William O’Brien, 
Catholic whose loyalty has remained 
serene under all vicissitudes and who has 
proven his mettle before Orange bullied 
and in Balfour’s prisons, says in United 
Areland of May 22 that the rescrint should t a 
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it as deflectual only to still further fetter our 
wasted population in their struggle for the 
‘commonest liberties and for bare life.” He 
speaks with well-restrained anger about 


“the disposition to intervene at moments of 
crisis in our cause with rebukes which are 


ever serviceable to the calumniators of our 
people and never addressed to their op- 
pressors.”’ 

The great public meeting held in this city 
emphaslzed the concurrence of the American 
Catholics in the expression of opinion, in the 
highest degree responsible and authentic, 
made by the leaders of the home-rule move- 
ment: If Papal interference is only to be 
labeled falth and morals” to make it run in 
Ireland it requires only the same label tor 
similar pretensions here. American Cath- 
olics will not tolerate it for a moment. If 
they did they would not deserve to be en- 
franchised. 


AN UNINTERESTING CONVENTION. 

Hardly any interest is being manifested in 
the National Democratic Convention which 
will meet in St. Louis Tuesday. Though the 
advance guard of delegates, workers, 
„ Colonels,” and Generals has already 
reached the place of meeting by the big 
river, there is neither enthusiasm, excite- 
ment, nor manifestation of welcome. The 
Democratic organs treat the gathering in the 
same semi-indifferent and perfunctory way 
they treated the “dry” convention at In- 
dianapolis. The truth is, the gathering is 
regarded as a cut-and-dried affair called to 
ratify a prearranged program. The delegates 
will be mere wooden figures moved by strings 
held at Washington. But for appearance 
sake they might as well have sent their 
proxies to Dan Lamont or Scott with the re- 
quest to ask Cleveland what he wants done, 
and with instructions to do it and to issue an 
address in their name approving Cleveland 
and whatever he may direct. 

It is a foregone conclusion that Cleveland 
will be nominated and that he will accept 
notwithstanding his ope-term pledge of four 
years ago. Cleveland is the only candidate 
the Democrats have now. He has used the 
appointing power and the civil service to dis- 
pose of the otner leading candidates of four 
years ago. Bayard was put at the head of 
the State Department, where he has made a 
record that is a blight on all his future polit- 
ical prospects. McDonald has been shelved 
for Turpie. Thurman, negiected and ignored, 
is asked to take a second place on the ticket 
in order to heip to reélect the accidental 
President. The delegates, despite the Peck- 
sniffian’ pretensions of Cleveland, are mere 
creatures of the Federal officeholders and of- 
fice-brokers, and the latter in turn are servi- 
tors of Cleveland. Their political existence 
depends on his favor. Whatever he directs 
will be done, 

It Cleveland wants Allen G. Thurman 
for Vice-President, then Thurman will be 


nominated, notwithstanding his great age 


and infirmity, and Gray, Black, Stevenson, 
and all the other statesmen who have been 
named in connection with the place will re- 
main where they are. So well understood is 
the cut-and-dried program that the alleged 
leaders spend most of their time discussing 
whether they shall make Pat Collins the 
Temporary Chairman of the convention to 
please the Irish Democrats, or ignore him 
in a negative sort of way and appoint some- 
body to please the German Democrats. 

Henry Watterson and a few mercurial 
Southern gentlemen are trying to awaken 
some interest in the tariff plank of the party 
platform, but evidently without result so far. 
The platform will be as Cleveland wants it 
and Dan Lamont writes it. It will approve 
the billier the Cleveland message, as 
Cleveland, Lamont, and Scott decide is best, 
from a political strategie view. The con- 
vention will go through the farce even of de- 
claring in favor of civil-service reform, not- 
withstanding the flagrant violation of the 
law on the question, if Cleveland directs it 
to be done. The whole thing will be a one- 
man affair. It will de managed as entire- 
ly by the President as John Kelly or Boss 
Tweed ever managed a Tammany Hall 
primary or nominating convention. The 
Wattersons, Collinses, Goudys, and the other 
so-called leaders will dance to whatever tune 
Cleveland may direct Lamont or Scott to 
pipe, and the performance will be a purely 
perfunctory affair.

While the press of the country, following 
the duet of Max O’Rell and Charles Dudley 
Warner, is singing a chorus of praise about 
the women of Chicago, envious New York 
has piped ina discordant strain. 
just fresh from the press and entitled Let- 
ters from a Débutante,” contains a glimpse 
of Chicago literary and social life not calcu- 
lated to please those to whom it refers. The 
novel itself is clever, acute, and enjoyable. 
It is a well-painted picture of that sort of 
existence whichis found East and West; 
the intriguing df mammas for desirabie hus- 
bands in behalf of marriageable daughters; 
the ambition of the new rich for alliance 
with the rich of an earlier generation; the 
amusement of the poor but cultivated at the 
expense of the wealthy ignorant; and the 
unscrupulous tactics by which success in 
society is achieved by those whose earlier 
opportunities were illiterate and whose later 
methods are more energetic than refined. 

The débutante writes all the society gossip 
to a rural auat; and after she has been in so- 
ciety for some little time and is quite at 
home among the marriageables she reports 
that a certain Mr. Willis, poor and detri- 
mental“ as a parti, has become engaged to a 
Chicago belle of beauty and fortune. She 
congratulates herself upon ber prospect of 
coming to New York and finding the most 
exclusive of its doors at least ajar, if not 
broadly open to her for her husband’s sake.”’ 
Now comes in the sting. It is not enough to 
be going intb New York society. She is told 
that her fiance is poor. She replies: Indeed, 
no. New York society is his fortune, and I 
wanted it. If I can have what I desire 1 
shail not cavil at its price.“ 

If the attack upon Chicago halted at that 
point it might be passed over in silence. 
But that is only the beginning. The wealthy 
Chicago belle is not only anxious to buy her 
way into New York society: she is doubly 
anxious to escape that of Chicago. She “is 
tired of lake winds, Anarchists, and the 
Fortnightly Club.” 
known, is a society of Chicago women incor- 
porated fifteen years ago. Its constitution 
declares its object to be “intellectual and 
social culture.“ It has fine rooms in the Art 
Institute Building.

HELPING, NOT HURTING, GRESHAM. 
The attempt of the Louisiana Lottery swin- 


dlers and other fine- workers to injure 
Judge Gresham by circulating the absurd 
Know-Nothing roorbach is likely to redound 
to his advantage, as the course which has 
excited their énmity has redounded to his 
credit and honor. The Germans, who, ac- 
cording to the slanderers, were the objects 
of the alleged animadversions of the Judge 
thirty-three years ago, are enthusiastic in 
favor of his nomination and election—more 
80, perhaps, than any other section of nat- 
uralized citizens. The leading Germans of 
New Albany, Judge Gresham’s former home, 
in an address published in youerday’s TRIB- 
UNE, say: 


It (the Know-Nothing roorbach} was a cam- 
paign invention intended to discredit Gen. Gresh- 
am with the Germans while a candidate for Con- 
gress against Mr. Kerr. This silly invention 
was denounced by Mr. Kerr himself. Gen. 
Gresham then enjoyed and still retains 
the friendship of 2 Germans of this sec- 
tion. They have nown him from  0boy- 
hood, and know he is incapabie of such coarse 
and brutal speech. Gen. Gresham has no truer 
friends and admirers than the Germans of this 
and his native county. Had he made sucha 
speech we, as Germans, would not count him as 
our friend, as we now do, regardless of the fact 
that he and we may differ in politics. 


From quite a different quarter, where there 
was even more reason to complain of the 
Know-Nothings, comes a refutation of the 
slander. The Rev. Mr. Campion, the Roman 
Catholic pastor of Logansport, in an inter- 
view a few days ago, said: 


I have studied his [Gresham's] character and 
I believe a better, wiser, purer man cannot be 
fou nd in America today. His life and character 
are absolutely spotless, so farasIcan see. Ac- 
cording to my notion he possesses eve ele- 
ment that goes to make up manhood, and it is 
all the work of his own hands, All our clergy 
with whom I have recently come in contact have 
had something good to say of him. All admire 
him. The people in my parish are talking about 
him. They like to talk of his humble birth and 
of his just and fearless decisions on the bench. 


It is not hkely that the Rev. Mr. Campion 
or his fellow-priests would be such warm 
supporters aud such hearty eulogists of 
Judge Gresham if they believed him to bea 
Know-Nothing or an infidel, as another set 
of slanderers have it. It is evident from 
both the passages quoted that Judge Gresh- 
am would receive alarge vote outside the 
Republican party in Indiana if he were the 
party nominee for the Presidency. He would 
carry the State beyond any doubt against 
Cleveland, and by a swinging majority. 


THE GLADSTONE-INGERSOLL DEBATE. 

In earlier periods of discussion over re- 
ligious questions, antagonists, even men of 
prodigious attainments and high breeding, 
were incapable of according to each other 
equal sincerity or of mutually extending that 
courteous personal consideration which 
should accompany intellectual warfare.

Thoughtful men, whatever their predilec- 
tions, will not be content with an exclusive 
reading of either alone. Gladstone is un- 
questionably the subtlest and most dexterous 
of living controversialists. His intellect, as 
supple as his body, has been trained in almost 
every field of moral and intellectual life. 
Ancient as well as modern thought has 
formed his culture, and stamps his mastery of 
a diction at once graphic, forcible, and noble. 
Col. Ingersoll is alone in his own plane of 
mental activity. The most picturesque of 
critics, he 1s an orator on every theme he 
touches; and the rich color his fertile fancy 
imparts to a rapid and fascinating stream of 
imagery and wit is caught from a mind full 
of poetry and charged with magnetic fire. 
The meeting of two such antagonists in the 
arena of religious discussion is a most inter- 
esting episode. They should be read to- 
gether and the respective merits of their 
contributions to the sum of contemporaneous 
conviction be received with impartiality as 
between the men. Nothing more surely 
deadens the reason or dulls the imagination 
than to become a personal partisan of either 
of such combatants. All that both say is 
worth consideration; and the superb way 
they write is a delightful entertainment 
apart from the merits of the questions upon 
which taey have joined issue. The day is 
long gone since any one man could claim an 
exclusive property in knowledge; and those 
who cannot read both sides of a controversy 
belong to the same dim past.

The largest gift which it has re- 
ceived has been presented by a generous and 
refined woman. Dedicated entirely to the 
promotion of the most ennobling pursuits, 
and capable of exerting in the West as well 
as in our own city an influence urgently 
needed to soften and rest a people too much 
addicted to work, too little inclined to enjoy 
the resources of civilization, too’éager for 
material reward, and not wisely yearning 
for the wholesome pleasures which books 
and art afford, the gaileries of the Art Insti- 
tute are still almost bare, except for occa- 
sional coliections of pictures borrowed or 
for sale.

The Fust Congressional District Prima- 
ries. 

On account of the large number of excellent 
gentiemen mentioned for Congressional honors 
in the First Illinois District and the compara- 
tively late date when the Republican convention 
to select delegates to the National Convention 
ana to nominate the Congressional candidate is 
to be held, more than usual interest is be- 
ing manifested in the preliminary can- 
vases. This eager and unusual interest is 
sure to be felt in the primaries and 
the convention. It is now almost certain 
that nearly the full Republican vote will be cast 
at the primaries if the opportunity is given—and 
there ought to be no doubt about that. The 
Democrats should be permitted to have an un- 
disputed monopoly of fraudulent primaries. The 
Republican primaries should be conducted 
honéstly and honorably, so as to give every Re- 
publican a fair chance to express his choice for 
candidates and delegates. This can be done in a 
district like the First only by means of district 
or precinct primaries under the Crawford law, 
the polls being open from 12 o'clock noon to 7 
o'clock p. m. 

The district consists of the First, Second, Third, 
and Fourth Wards of the city, with Lake, Hyde 
Park, andthe southern towns of the county. 
Each of the city wards ought to have at least 
tour district primaries. It is not necéssary, nor 
would it be hardly practicable, to hold a primary 
in each precinct of the city wards, but by divid- 
ing the wards into two, three, or four districts, 
according to the Republican strength, every Re- 
publican voter will be given an opportunity to 
express his choice and without delay. In Hyde 
Park the precinct primary system has prevailed 
for some years and doubtless will be kept up. 
The town is scattered over forty-eight square 
miles of territory, and the precinct plan is neces- 
sary to get a fair expression of the voters’ 
wishes. Such a system is almost equally 
necessary in the Town of Lake, which has as 
wide an area as Hyde Park. And yet it is inti- 
mated that there is a scheme on foot to give the 
4,000 or 5,000 Lake Republicans, scattered over 
fifty-four square miles of territory, but one pri- 
mary polling-place! It is impossible to believe 
that the Congressional Committee of the district 
will sanction any such rascally plot for the dis- 
franchisement of Republicans of the town. If 
Lake Republicans are not given precinct pri- 
maries like Hyde Park they ought at least be 
given four, five, or six district primaries, such as 
they were given for the selection of delegates to 
the last county convention. 

The Congressional Committee is an unusually 
good one and ought to lead the way in this mat- 
ter of sufficient precincts. It should set a prece- 
dent at its meeting Tuesday that the County 
Committee will not dare ignore in the fall. There 
has been much complaint concerning the manner 
in which Republican primaries have been con- 
ducted. An improvement is needed ana the 
First District ought to lead the way.

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE STORY. 

The police express themselves as disgusted 
with Murray's apathy in the matter and say 
that his conduct leads them to believe in the 
truth of George H. Bell’s claim that he dare 
oe him. i 

causes leading to tne cutting were told 
yesterday by one of Bell’s intimate friends. 

Bell,“ he said, is agent for the Russell 
& Morgan Printing Company of Cincimnati 
and had a good business. He had an office 
with E. A. Mason at No. 38 Wabash avenue. 
He had a loving wife, a bright baby, and a 
pleasant home. He could ask for nothing 
more and was as happy as any young man in 
town. He would have been so today had it 
not been for Murray, but that fellow has 
broken up Bell’s family and made him almost 
a social outcast. 

Long betore Bell was married, and when 
his wife, Alice Pearson, was a mere child, 
Murray knew her. He used to play with her 
and was old enough to be her father. Then 
he was married to a wealthy girl in 
Dubugue. It was about three years ago that 
Bell was married, and until a month ago he 
never had the slightest cause to aoubt his 
wife’s honor. She was a pretty girl, and to 
ali appearances a true woman. Iam sure 
that untilshe met Murray she was as pure 
— faithful a wife as any woman in the 
city. 

“Just after navigation opened about a 
month ago Bell decided to make a business 
trip to Muskegon on the Goodrich boat. He 
kissed his wife good-by and started down- 
town, but missed the boat. He returned 
home to find that his wife had gone out and 
left the baby with his. mother. Mrs. Bell 
didn’t know where her daughter-in-law had 
gone, and Bell, supposing that she had 
stepped into a neighbor’s, was not at all un 
easy until it grew late. Then about 1lo’clock 
he went out to look for her. It was a dark, 
rainy night, and he wandered to 
the corner of Bowen and Cottage Grove ave- 
nues, Caring nothing for the storm. He had 
stood but a moment in the driving rain when 
he saw his wife alight from a north-bound 
Cottage Grove avenue car. She hastened to- 
ward home, but he caught her within half a 
block. There in the storm he made her con- 
fess that she had been to a road-house on 
Fifty-first street and Indiana avenue with 
Mr. Murray. 

„Who is Murray? demanded the hus- 
band. 

“ * Why, George, you have heard me speak 
ofhim. He is an old friend of my family. I 
aave been out with him several times, but 
there has been nothing wrong between us.’ 

“This Bell could not beheve. The assigna- 
tion on the rainy night was too strange an 
affair to have been innocent, and he returned 
home with a firm resolve to avenge his 
wounded honor. The next day he called on 
Murray, who admitted that he had been out 
several times with Mrs. Bell. Bell wanted 
Murray to sign a paper to that effect, but 
Murray refused. He, however, consented to 
go to Beli’s brother’s office, at No. 172 Madi- 
son street, and there make a verbal admis- 
sion before the brother as a witness. They 
walked out together, but Murray turned 
away and escaped in the crowded street. 
Bell then returned home and compelled his 
wife to go to the road-house with him, and a 
colored boy employed there identified her as 
the woman who had been with Murray and 
staid until midnight. Still Mrs. Bell de- 
| nied any criminal intimacy with Murray, 
but the husband would no longer believe 
her. 

“He found out who Murray’s wife was, 
and wrote her a letter detailing the case. 
He wrote several other letters, and finally, 
receiving no reply, threatened to expose her 
husband through the newspapers. This 
brought a reply in the way of a dispatch in 
which Mrs. Murray promised to meet Bell 
at the Tremont House. The agreement was 
kept, and Mrs. Murray insulted Bell by offer- 
ing him money to leave her husband alone. 
Bell insisted that she leave Murray, but this 
she refused to do, and left for home. 

“This was Thursday. Friday Bell went to 
see Murray again, and after some words got 
him to consent to go to Bell’s brother’s office. 
Murray wanted to get Attorney N. B. Judah 
to go with him, but on calling at the latter’s 
office it was found that he wasout. Then 
they went into the cigar store, where Murray 
began to write a note to the lawyer. Bell 
suspected that this was another ruse to es- 
cape him, and he drew his razor and cut off 
Murray’s ear. He had a revolver in his 
pocket at the time and might have killed his 
man, but, as he said to his brother a few 
minutes later, he preferred to spoil his beau- 
ty so he could not mash any more girls. 
With the ear in his pocket Bell ran to his 
brother’s office and told what he had done. 
He then laid the ear on the table and cut it 
to pieces... 

Officer Nordrum of the Central Station 
yesterday swore out a warrant for Bell's ar- 
rest and he was apprehended about 30’clock 
in the afternoon. The officer took him be- 
fore Justice R. H. White, who held him in 
$1,000 bonds for a hearing Monday morning. 
Beli said he was on his way to give himself 
up and promptly furnished bonds for his ap- 
pearance. 

Murray had no part in the arrest of the 
prisoner, and the action of the officer in 
swearing out the warrant was entirely inde- 
pendent of him. Lieut. Elliott said that 
Murray had not expressed his intention of 
getting outa warrant. ‘Perhaps,’ he con- 
tinued, he is unable to get one out, but at 
all events it is one of those casesin which 
we must take some action. We could not let 
it go by. If Murray prosecutes Monday all 
right. If he does not, we at least have done 
our duty.” 

Having given bail, Mr. Bell went home. He 
was seen in the evening, but refused to dis- 
cuss the matter. Mr. Bellisa young man—

LEFT HOME AND CHURCH. 


A Dakota Minister Suddenly Disappears for 
No Apparent Cause. 

Yanxton, Dak., June 2.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. C. H. Bohn, rector of the Episcopal 
Church, disappeared from his home yester- 
day. His friends now believe he has delib- 
erately skipped. He has, it is believed, been 
traced to Sioux City, from which place it is 
thought he went South. Mr. Bohn had no 
cause, so far as known, for his hasty de- 
parture from his young wife ana a generous 
salary, and his parishioners are at a loss to 
account for his action.

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W. J. ONAHAN STEPS OUT. 


HIS RESIGNATION DEMANDED AND 
ACCEPTED BY THE MAYOR. 


Mayor Roche Explains that the City Col 
lector Was Dropped Because He Was 
Not in Harmony with the Administra- 
tion—The Ernst Saloon Ordinance to Be 
Vetoed—Edward Kutz Appointed to Fill 
the Vacancy. 

Just as the doors of the City Collector’s of- 
fice were being closed yesterday afternoon, 
Corporation Counsel Green dropped into Mr. 
Onahan’s private ofiice. He drew his chair 
near the City Collector, shut the door to the 
private office, bolted it, and then whispered 
something. Mr. Onahan turned slightly pale, 
the muscies of his face twitched nervously, 
and he said quietly and firmly: ‘“ Yes, if the 
Mayor orders it, I will resign.” But little 
else was said or done. The City Collector sat 
down at his desk a moment and wrote the 
following note, which severed his connection 
with the city government: 

OFFICE OF THE Crrr COLLECTOR, CHICAGO, 
June 2.—The Lon. John A. Roche, Mayor—Str: 
in compliance with your request for my resigna- 
tion, communicated to me verbally through 
your Corporation Counsel, the Hon. John W. 
Green, I hereby tender my resignation as City 
Collector, to take effect as soon as my successor 
shall te duly appointed and qualified. Respect- 
fully, etc., WILLIAM J. ONAHAN, 

The resignation was accepted within five 
minutes. Most of the city officials had left 
the hall. The Mayor could not have had a 
greater surprise in store. Mr. Onahan had no 
intimation himself three minutes betore that 
such athing would happen. The Mayor was 
asked by a reporter tor Tue TRIBUNE to state 
his reasons for demanding Mr. Onahan’s 
resignation, and in reply made the following 
statement: 

“Thave been misrepresented as to my 
attitude in connection with the saloon ques- 
tion and the issuance of licenses, and the 
man who could have set it right at any time 
failed to do it. I have never granted a 
license against the reports of the police or 
taken up a case that had not the approval of 
the Lieutenant, Captain, or Chief of Police 
and the approval of the City Collector. I 
have never issued a license except upon the 
conditions above named. It has always been 
my custom whenevera man in our employ 
did not work in harmony for the interest of 
our firm to relieve him, and the same rule is 
as applicable in municipal as in private 
affairs. I have coveredthe ground and there 
is nothing more to say.“ 

Mr. Onahan was chatting pleasantly with 
some Catholic preletes when a reporter called 
upon himafew minutes later. “It was a 
forced resignation,” Mr. Onahan said, and 
I will leave the public to draw its own infer- 
ence as to the cause. As to the personal re- 
lations between myself and the Mayor, they 
have been of the most pleasant character. 
Ihuve been careful, in fact delicate, in the 
management of affairs so as not to compro- 
mise the Mayorin the least. I have borne 
the brunt of everything, but of that I do not 
care to speak.“ 

„ Did you voice the Mayor’s sentiments in 
yeur original recommendations concerning 
saloon licenses?”’ 

„% The Mayor saw my recommendations and 
read them carefully before | sent them to 
the Council, but Ido not want to discuss the 
subject one way or the other.“ 

In this connection it is proper to state that 
Mr. Onahan's refusal to participate in the 
Irish meeting at Battery D Thursday night, 
and the reasons he assigned therefor, gave 
great offense to the majority of the Irish 
Aldermen, and they lost notime in stirring 
up a hornets’ nest for him around the City- 
Hail. 

The Mayor has selected to fill the vacancy 
Edward Rutz, ex-State Treasurer, who has 
been a resident of this city for seven 
years, and a citizen of IIlinois ever 
since 1848 Mr. Rutz was born in 
Neunsletten, Germany, May 5, 1829. When 
19 years of age he caine to the United 
States and settied in St. Clair County, where 
he remained until 1857, when he went to Cali- 
fornia. On the breaking out of the rebellion 
he enlisted in the United States artillery at 
San Francisco, and in November, 1881, he 
joined the Army of the Potomac. He was 
honorably discharged in 1864. He then re- 
turned to his old home in St. Clair County, 
and in 1865 was elected County Surveyor, 
and later was for three terms the County 
Treasurer. In 1872 he was elected State 
Treasurer, and again in 1877. On his retire- 

‘ment from the second term of office he 
moved to this city, where he has continued 
to reside ever since. His business has been 
that of a negotiator of mortgage loans. , 

Mr. Onahan first became City Collector in 
1869, and served two years under Mayor Ma- 
son. Afterthe fire Mr. Onahan retired to 
private life. In 1879 under Harrison he was 
appointed City Collector. Although a Demo- 
crat he was retained by Mayor Roche. 

TO VETO THE ERNST ORDINANCE. 

‘Will you veto the Ernst ordinance?’”’ the 
Mayor was asked. 

“T certainly will, and at the same time 
will send to the Councila modified form of 
the Hamiine ordinance, which I am satisfied 
will be adopted and willi also be legal.“ 

The ordinance he will recommend is as fol- 
lows: 

SECTION 1. That Sec. 1,860, Art. 33, Capt. 18 of 
the Municipal Code, as amended, shall be and 
the same is hereby amended by adding to said 
section the following: All application for any 
licenses for a dramshop under this ordinance 
shall specify where the dramshop is to be 
located and kept; provided, thatafter the 30th of 
April, A. D. 1889, no license shall be granted to 
any person to keep a dramshop within one 
hundred feet of either side of the main entrance 
of any building used exclusively for a church or 
synagog, nor within one hundred feet of either 
side of the main entrance of any building used 
exclusively for a school affording mental instruc- 
tion, and such schools shall also have had an av- 
erage daily attendance of fifty bona fide students 
for the last six months prior to the date of applica- 
tion for said license; and, provided further, that 
after the 18th of April, A. D. 1890, no license shall 
be granted to any person to keep a dramshop 
within two hundred feet of either side of the 
main entrance of any building used exclusively 
for a church or synagog, nor within two hundred 
feet of either side of the main entrance of any 

‘building used exclusively as a school affording 
mental instruction, and such school shall also 
have had an average daily attendance of fifty 
bona fide students for the last six months prior 
to the date of the application for such license. 
Provided further, that hereafter in all blocks 
used for residence purposes no license shall be 
granted to a dramshop unless such application 
be accompanied by the written permission of the 
owners of a majority of the feet of property 
frontage facing on either side of the street on 
which said block faces and whereupon it is pro- 
posed to locate said dramshop. For the purpose 
of construing this ordinance a residence block 
is hereby definedto mean that portion of the 
block fronting the street whereupon said saloon 
is proposed to be located and wherein not to 
exceed two buildings are used for business pur- 
poses; but where any such applicant rents, owns, 
controls, or operates any building for business 
purposes in such residence block there must ex- 
ist therein at least two other buildings used for 
business purposes in order to take such block 
out of such definition. * 

Sec. 2. This ordinance shall be in force from 
and after itsfpassage. 

„At the e ume,“ continued the Mayor, 
4“ J will ask for an order requesting me not to 
issue a license to any saloon within 200 feet 
of a church or a school now located, for this 
year, until such a time as a valid ordinance 
can apply, and I will regard the order as 
binding upon me, and will make the same at- 
tempt to enforce it as if it were an ordinance. 
1 do this because an ordinance to apply now, 
after the licenses have been issued for this 
year, would be of no avail, and would only 
apply to those asking for a license after this 
date, and give the saloonkeepers time to 
make the change of location as in the Ham- 
line ordinance.”’

MES. RAWSON INDICTED. 


Nothing Can Be Done Until Her Jail Sen- 
tence Expires—Her Condition. 

Mrs. Rawson was indicted for the at- 
tempted murder of Attorney Henry C. Whit- 
ney by the grand jury yesterday morning. It 
was the last case upon which they passed 
prior to being discharged. Judge Jamieson 
Was present as a witness and graphically ex- 
plained the situation as he saw it from the 
judicial bench. In substance it was but a 
repetition of the printed version of yester- 
day. | 

“Sink”? Sutherland, the bailiff in Judge 
Jamieson’s court, also told the story of the 
shooting. Yesterday morning the prisoner 
arose at 9 o’clock after a sleepless night. She 
was still quite pale, though much more com- 
posed than when first placed in confinement. 
After arranging her toilet she called for a 
cup of coffee and a bit of toast, which she 
relished avparently. She has not yet seen 


_her son, Ralph Lee, nor any one else, it being 


her express desire to be let severeiy alone, 

To a reporter Mrs. Rawson said yesterday 
evening that she had no explanation to make 
of the shooting of Attorney Whitney. “I 
am too sick just now to talk on the matter. I 
may later, and—excuse me, lam really ill,” 
and she left the door of her apartment and 
disappeared up-stairs. 

As an instance of her temporary collapse it 
may be stated that she was desirous of writ- 
ing a letter yesterday and found that she was 
unable to do it. 

Nothing was done by Mrs. Rawson’s attor- 
neys looking to a defense. It is quite likely 
that Attorneys Stiles, Payne, and Black will 
meet together for consultation Monday 
morning. There can be really nothing done 
so long as Mrs. Rawson is in jail. The order 
of commitment must be set aside before the 
lawyers for the defense can proceed even 
with the.criminal indictment. Judge Jamie- 
son migh# possibly, but it is hardly likely 
that he will, set his order commmitting Mrs. 
Rawson for sixty days to jail for contempt of 
court aside. The other case will doubtless 
also go over until the October term of court 
and a change of venue taken from Judge 
Jamjeson, who had declared himself 
prejudiced in the case. Lawyer Barton 
Payne was seen for afew moments yesterday 
afternoon at his office. “I have not seen 
either Capt. Black or Gen. Stiles,“ he said, 
„and I realiy can’t tell you much in this case. 
We can’t do anything, anyway, until Judge 
Jairieson’s order is set aside. He probably 
would not listen to such a ion were we to 
make it; consequently We'll Nee to wait. I 
haye not seen Mrs. Rawson since she was at 
Gen. Stiles’ office yesterday morning.“ 

Have you tried to get her out on bail?” 

We can't do that in a contempt case un- 
less the Judge sets his order aside. Offers 
have come to us from a number of Mrs. Raw- 
son’s friends to go on her bond for any 
amount.“ 

A number of letters written by Maj. Whit- 
ney are now in the hands of Capt. Black, and 
are said by her friends to justify her action. 
Asked about these letters, Mr. Payne said: 

“Yes, they are in Capt. Black's hands, but 
they are part of Mrs. Rawson’s defense, and 
we could neither give them up to the press 
nor divulge their contents.” 3 

W. C. Gqudy said yesterday that the other 
case would doubtiess go over tili October. 
Mr. Rawspn will Lave to undergo an opera- 
uon soonsand what effect the operation will 
have is only a matter of pure speculation. It 
would in all probability prevent his attend-

Mr. Whitney rested comfortably all day 
yesterday. During the morning he fell into 
a doze and slept for two hours—the only 
sleep he had had since the shooting. He was 
cheerful ana talkative, but Dr. Andrews re- 
fused to permit any one outside of the fam- 
ily to speak tohim. The doctor says his con- 
dition is much improved and favorable. 

The biographical sketch.of Ma). H. C. 
Whitney who was shot by Mrs. Rawson Fri- 


day, contained one or two errors arising 


from the confusion of his name with that of 
Col. L. H. Whitney. Both are lawyers and 
both were in the army. Both also lived in 
Kansas. It was Col. Whitney, however, who 
married Miss Mary Munson and the Miss 
Betsey Harper was the wife of Col. Whit- 
ney’s father and not Maj. Whitney’s mother. 
Maj. Whitney was Paymaster’ as correctly 
stated in Tun TRIBUNE, and was stationed at 
Columbus, and later at Chattanooga. The 
error arose from the confusion in names; 
the one being L. H. and Colonel in the army, 
and the other H. C. Whitney but Major in 
the army. 

Maj. Whitney was resting comfortably last 
night. He suffered some little pain during 
the day. Both the physicians expressed 
themselves as satisfied with his progress. 
There were no signs of blood-poisoning, ana 
itis believed that Mr. Whitney will be out 
in about a month. 


EGAN ON THE PAPAL RESCRIPT. 


But One Sentiment Among the Catholics 
of the Country. 

Mr. Patrick Egan, ex-President of the Land 
League in America, was in the city yester- 
day.

“What is the feeling among the Irish- 
Catholic citizens of Nebraska upon the recen

Lonpon, June 2.—Lawrence Oliphant, who 
sailed for New York last Saturday, is the 
advance prophet of a new religion. Oliphant 
has had a remarkable career. He hasoccupied 
one of the highest places in English society. 
As the author of a satirical society novel of 
Piccadilly he is well known in the United 
States. He has been a traveler who has been 
in every country, and asa hunter, advent- 
urer, and keen observer has written many 
delightful works. After years of advent- 
urous wanderings he settled in London and 
became a member of Parliament for Stirlng- 
burgs. His family name, literary reputa- 
tion, and great abilities made him eagerly 
welcomed everywhere. The most brilliant 
career was before him, when, without a 
word of warning, he resigned his seat in 
Parliament and disappeared. When he was 
next heard of he was working as a day- 
la borer in a community of religious commu- 
nists in South America. From years of pro- 
bation there Oliphant graduated to a high 
position in the new religion. He married a 
woman who believed as he did. The two re- 
tired to Syria to prepare a new book of reve- 
lations, but Mrs. Oliphant died before the 
work was done.

Few, indeed, of the old magnates of the 
party, such as have been seen immediately 
following the Civil War, are now on the spot 
or on the earth.

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THE REPUBLICAN KOKO GROTESQUE- 
: Lx RIDICULOOS,. 


‘He Sings of His Power as Blaine’s Execu- 
tor and Tries to Have the Field Com- 
bine Against Gresham— Depew Wins 
Platt’s Hostility—Warner Miller's Posi- 
tion—Gov. Hus Alleged Corruption 
Will Make New York Surely Republican 
—Other Political News. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., June 2.— [Special. — There 
is more talk in this city about the Republican 
nomination than about the Democratic situa- 
tion. A man who has just arrived from New 
York gives some facts about the effort being 
made in- mat city to organize the field against 
Judge Gresham. This movement is in the 
hands of Steve Elkins. 

„When Mr. Elkins first learned of Blaine’s 
absolute withdrawal from the race,” said 
this gentleman, he was greatly discom- 
filed. He had had no inkling of 
it, and was dumfounded. Elkins first 
heard of the letter Saturday evening. Call- 
ing at the Tribune office, he saw on Mr. Reid's 
desk a packet addressed in Mr. Blaine’s writ- 
ing and at once surmised that it contained 
intelligence of importance. Mr. Reid was in 
Cincinnati and Elkins immediately teie- 
graphed him for permission to open the let- 
ter. Consent being given, the letter was 
opened, and finally published, but not till 
after Elkins had implored Mr. Biaine by 
cable to reconsider his determination. El- 
kins cabled Mr. Blaine that he could be nom- 
inated without a contest if he would but con- 
sent to the suppression of the letter. Mr. 
Biaine’s reply was Publish it.“ 

Elkins almost shed tears when this reply 
was received, but he lost no time in setting 
on foot a movement designed to hoid the 
Blaine forces together and combine chem 
against Gresham. That same night he tele- 
graphed the friends of several of the candi- 
dates and these gentlemen began arriving in 
the city Wednesday. That day they had 
an informal meeting at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, and the fact that they met there has 
been published. But Ido not think it is gen- 
erally known that they met the next day in 
Mr. Elkins’ office at No. 1 Broadway, and 
were there in consultation for some hours. 
All the prominent candidates in the country 
were represented by friends excepting only 
Mr. Gresham and Senator Sherman. What 
took place in this conference I do not 
know, as I am notin Elkins’ confidence to 
that extent. But I do know that Elkins looks 
upon the nomination of Gresham as a fore- 
gone conclusion unless opposition to him 
can be united and concentrated. No progress 
towards a combination was made at this con- 
ference. The friends ot each of the candi- 
dates stood by their man. As was said by 
one gentleman who was present at the meet- 
ing: ‘It was ratner comicalto see Elkins 
standing thereas the assumed represent- 
ative of Mr. Blaine when Mr. Blaine had not 
thought enough of him to let him know that 
the Reid letter had been mailed.’ There was 
a general impression that Elkins was trying 
to force himself to the front as the admin- 
istrator of Mr. Blaine’s political estate with- 
out proper authority—in fact, without any 
authority whatever. 

‘“ During the ten days that Mr. Blaine's 


was trying to nominate Blaine and claiming 
that he would accept. To outsiders he said 
he did not believe anything more would be 
heard from Blaine, but to his confidential 
friends he passed out the tip that he (Elkins) 
would appear at Chicago with a letter from 
Mr. Blaine stating that the nomination 
would be accepted if it should come unani- 
mously and without any contest. The 
friends of the other candidates were 
rather chary about accepting Mr. El- 
kins’ adviee, arguing that if he were 
in such confidential relations with 
Mr. Blaine as to give him the right to select 
Mr. Blaine’s heir he would not have been left 
in such humiliating ignorance of Mr. Blaine’s 
intentions during all those ten days.“ 

The friends of tne candidates were eager 
to attend the conference and to gain any in- 
formation that might be at hand, or to secure 
any advantages for their candidate that 
might be forthcoming, but they had great 
distrust of Elkins and are not at all inclined 
to regard him as the executor of the Blaine 
estate. 

“This much has developed from the con- 
ference,” adds the New-Yorker: ‘Elkins 
asked the. representatives of the various 
candidates present if there was any chance 
of an agreement upon one of their number in 
order to defeat Gresham. He soon discov- 
ered that there was not any chance of doing 
that, and it developed that there were few 
leaders in the country controlling any con- 
siderable number of delegates who were 
willing to enter into any scheme of that sort. 
I have heard that Mr. Elkins has 
been rather gloomy since he made the 
discovery that he is not big enough to hold 
the Republican party up by the tail and that he 
is a man of wide infiuence only in the re- 
flected light of Mr. Blaine’s greatness. He 
has also discovered that the Blaine machine 
is to a great extent a myth and that Mr. 
Blaine’s great strength has been with the 
masses of the Republican, party, who have 
not been dictated to by politicians and who 
will not be. Local leaders have been able to 
assume command and lead the masses for 
Mr. Blaine because that was the direction 
the masses wanted to take, but their leader- 
ship in a large measure ended in the retire- 
ment of Mr. Blaine from the contest.” 

It has been pointed out that in but few 
States are politicians in control of the deie- 
gations, and thatin all parts of the country 
the Blaine men have turned to Gresham, 
Sherman, Alger, Allison, or other candidates. 
In Pennsylvania some of the Blaine men are 
being led by Senator Quay to Sherman, while 
others are going to Gresham and a few to 
Alger and perhaps other candidates of their 
own free will. In New England, except, per- 
haps, in Maine -and Connecticut, the dele- 
gates are turning toward Gresham more than 
to any other man. In West Virginia the 
Blaine men are becoming Gresham men. 
In Ohio the former Blaine leaders and fol- 
lowers are pretty well united for Sherman. 
In Indiana the Blaine men are for Harrison 
first and Gresham next. In IIlinois and Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Colorado, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Oregon, Texas, and other States and 
Territories ot the West the men who are 
now turning toward Gresham are the men 
who four years ago were most eager for the 
nomination of Blaine and who would be for 
him now, many of them, but for Mr. Biaine’s 
withdrawal by means of his Florence letter. 
In Iowa the Blaine men are for Allison. 

„ The difference between the real Blaine 
men and his self-assumed friends and 
spokesmen of the Eikins type is that the for- 
mer were willing to give him credit for sin- 
cerity and honesty, while the latter insisted 
upon a line of conduct which Mr. Blaine him- 
self finally found it necessary to rebuke.“ 

But how about the New York delega- 
tion! 

“Tf there is any State in which the old 
Blaine leaders are dominant as politicians in 
part control of the delegation to Chicago it 
is in New York. But I have the best of reasons 
for believing that Mr. Piatt, senator His- 
cock, Mr. Morton, and other influential men 
in New York are not in entire sympathy 
with Eikius and are not going to play into 
his hands. If Mr. Piatt has one desire more 
than another it is not only toname the candi- 
date, but to put up a man whocan be ejected. 
Other things being equal, you may rest as- 
sured that he will throw his strength to the 
man who is most dikely to win the nomina- 
tion and to be an acceptable candidate. I do 
not know that he. has made 5 his mind 
whom to go to, but from remarks which I 
have heard I should not be surprised if 


Gresham was in his mind more than any 


other. This much I do know: Elkins is much 
worried about Platt. and the conference of 
Thursday was largely engineered to bring 
Platt into the combination. The scheme 
was to make a show of strength and make 
Piatt believe that he could come in and be 
the leader of the 8 forces. The 
scheme failed, and Elkins, who appears to 
be about the only Blaine man who has any 
decided opposition to Gresham, is much dis- 
co “at tne outlook. Without Platt 
Elkins really has nothing to stand on, and 
Mr. Platt cares a good deal more about him- 
self than he does about Elkins.“ 

„Has ex-Senator Harrison any chance for 
the nomination ?”’ 

% Judging from what I gathered from the 
conference in Elkins’ office, I should say not. 
Mr. Harrison was represented there by John 
C. New and ex-Pension Commissioner Dud- 
ley. A remark made to me by a man who 
was in that conference was, ‘Harrison is a 
dead duck.’ Elkins wants to concentrate on 
Alger ana is using Harrison to keep Indiana 
away from Gresham. In my opinion, if the 
Hoosiers want Gresham nominated they can 
do it by going to him at once. My judgment 


that he speaks for Mr. 
has no right to assume any such posi- 
tion, and even ifhe had authority the Blaine 
strength which he has sO anxious to 
concentrate on somebody has already gone 
to other candidates, and there are no leaders 
powerful enough to bring them back and 
into a combination that would be dictated to 
by a man like Elkins. The Blaine contingent 
was about the best force in the Republican 
party, coming as it did largely from the Re- 
ublican States of the North. It it too intel- 
igent a force to be manipulated, anc I do not 
believe the party has yet reached that posi- 
tion where its candidate is to be named in 
the office at No.1 Broadway. About all 
there is to the Blaine combination against 
Gresham is Steve Elkins.” 


DEPEW MEN ARE DISCOURAGED. 


A Conference for Unity Which They Un- 
dertook Failed—Opinions. 

New York, June 2.— [Special. — Thomas C. 
Platt sat or walked in the corridors of the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel all this evening. He was 
cheerful, ana talked with many persons who 
approached him. To all of them he denied 
that any effort had been made to have the 
delegates from New York State to the Re- 
publican National Convention unitedly sup- 
port any particular candidate for President. 
He said tha he could not tell whether such 
an effort would yet be made. The statements 


made by Mr. Platt were generally concurred 
in by such of the Republican State leaders as 
were in the city tonight. It leaked out, 
however, that areal bona fide conference, 
which was in no way a formal one, however, 
nud been held at Mr. Piatt’s office on Lower 
Broadway. This conference was held during 
the day, but the number of gentlemen in at- 
tendance was so limited and the probability 
of agreement so slight that it was determined 
not to take any action toward calling the 
State deiegation together for a few days at 
least. It is supposed that there were at this 
informal conference such men as Senator 
Frank Hiscock, O. G. Warren¢and ex-Col- 
lector Gould ef Buffalo, James A. Stewart of 
Washington County, and Police-Justice 
Solon B. Smith. 

It is generally believed by the few gentle- 
men who would this evening admit it that an 
informal discussion was h at the oflice of 
Mr. Platt that the most practical si.ggestion 
made was that the delegates be called to 
meet at Albany next Tuesday or Wednesday 
for the purpose of exchanging views on Mr. 
Blaine’s second withdrawal from the field as 
a candidate and to select some man upon 
whom they could concentrate the strength 
of the State delegation. The project 
was favored by the friends of Chauncey M. 
Depew, who see in the growth of me boom 
of ex-Gov. Alger of ichigan a menace to 
Mr. Depew’s candidacy. Mr. Depew’s 
friends argue that he is stronger in this 
State now than he probably will be when 
the delegates get to Chicago. They are 
afraid of the effect of the opposition that 
may be developed to his candidacy among 
the delegates from the Western and North- 
western States. Therefore, they favored 
calling the delegates together as soon as 
possible, so that New York State might be 
committed to Depew. 

Contrary, however, to the hopes of the 
friends of Mr. Depew, Mr. Platt did not en- 
thusiastically support the project of having a 
conference of the State delegates before ar- 
riving at Chicago. There was no active op- 
position. So for the time being the Depew 
men have abanaoned the idea. 

It should not be infe that Mr. Platt in- 
tends to abandon Mr. Depew entirely. His 
scheme, as far as it has blossomed, is to have 
the delegation support Depew im a nalf- 
hearted way without doing any missionary 
work among the delegates the convention 
from other States. 

Senator Hiscock started for Syracuse to- 
day, but will return Monday. 

Murat Halstead was the most conspicuous 
figure among the visiting statesmen today. 
His headquarters, at the Brevoort House, 
were filled with callers all day until about 9 
in the eveuing, when he went calling him- 
self, getting pointers to take back to Cincin- 
nati. He brought some very pronounced 
ideas with him, however, which he uttered 
with his characteristic candor — good 
humor. Mr. Halstead assured erybody 
that he believed that John Sherman would 
be the candidate, but if it should not be 
Sherman he gave the surprising tip that 
the Republican ticket would be Ben Har- 
rison and William Waiter Phelps. This in- 
formation had the merit of novelty, if noth- 
ing else, and Mr. Halstead can righttuily 
claim to be its inventor. 

Mr. Depew’s friends who called upon Mr. 
Halstead were comforted with his admission 
that Mr. Depew could carry New York; 
„ and that is a neat point to begin with,“ 
said Mr. Halstead, but he expressed igreat 
fear of Mr. Depew’s ability to- placate 
the hostility to railroads and rail- 
road managers which existed in the 
West. Singular as it may seem, a num- 
number of astute politicians who conversed 
with Mr. Halstead today came away, with 
the idea that his real candidate was not 
Sherman, nor Harrison, nor Depew, nor even 
Foraker, but Gresham. They could not be 
induced to give their, reasons, but that is 
their summing up of Mr. Halstead’s talk. 

Ex-Congressman John A. Chandler of Bos- 
ton was at the Fifth Avenue today. He be- 
lieves that the Republican ty can win 
with any good man, and he has a friendly 
feeling for Gresham. 

Dwight Lawrence, the honorary Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the Republican party of 
this State, is in reat distress over 
the difficulty he is experiencin in 
getting suitable quarters in Chicago. 

e has engaged about 100 rooms at the Grand 
Pacific, including some five parlors for the 
headquarters of the delegation, but he finds 
that they will not begin to accommodate all 
those who want to be present. Mr. Law- 
rence says that Mr. Blaine's last and pre- 
sumably final letter of declination has greatly 
increased the interest in the proceedings of 
the convention, and many more gentlemen 
prominent in Republican politics are going 
than would have gone wére it not for the 
letter. 

Chauncey M. Depew said today that he 
knew nothing of any conference having been 
held in this city last evening in nis interest 
for the Presidency. I don’t know anything 
about it,” said Mr. Depew. “If my friends 
heid a conference and my name was brought 
up for President they negiected to tell me 
aboutit. That is about all the conpensatuon 
there isin the position of President nowa- 
days—the attentions of his friends.“ 

But you expect to receive the Republican 
nomination, don’t vou!“ 

expect nothing,“ replied Mr. Depew. 
I am not a candidate for the nomination, 
Uke many others have taken no hand in pol- 
itics nor done anything but attend to my 
office duties.“ 


A PRETTY FIGHT IN NEW YORK. 


Hiscock, Groomed by Platt and Depew, Has 
Their Hostility. 

New York, June 2.— igl.|—A promi- 
nent New York politician gaid today: Be- 
tween Tom Platt, Miller, and Hiscock and 
those boomers there is an effort to represent 
New York Republicans in a false light. 
There was a double meaning in the failure of 
that Buffalo convention to indorse a candi- 
date. The State is now represented as en- 
tirely oven to conviction. Everybody knows 
that the mass of Republicans in this State 
would like Depew put up if Blaine is to keep 
aloof from the nomination. These boomers, 
who are here for no other purpose on earth 
than to work up sentiment for their men, are 
making every effort to keep that false im- 
pression of New York’s attitude before the 
people of the country, and Platt is helping 
the thing along without committing himself 
to anybody in particular. 

“Hiscock is fondling the hope that he will 
be the nominee of the party. He claimed 
as much openly in Washington the other day 
to some friends, and is laying pipe with all 
possible dispatch.

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GEN, SHERIDAN’S STRENGTH MAY NOT 
STAND ANOTHER RELAPSE. 


The Distinguished Patient Passed Yester- 
day in Comparative Comfort — He 
Seemed to Be Holding His Own—Some 
German Opinions of His Abilities as 
Commander and His Qualities as a Sol- 
dier and Gentleman—Von Moltke’s 
Estimate of Our Generals. 


Wasuineton, D. C., dune 2.—[Special. |— 
The anxiety of Gen. Sheridan’s doctors, lest 
his other troubles be complicated by pneu- 
monia, has not been lessened tonight, a 
heavy rain having setin a little before 10. 
The 8 o’clock bulletin, while showing no im- 
provement to speak of, was encouraging so 
far as it did not show another sinking spell. 
But it has to be admitted that the General 
has not got back to the point where he was 
before the sinking spell of Thursday, and 
there is a weil-defined dread lest when an- 
other relapse does come he will not be 
strong enough to resistit. Today, however, 
was passed by the patient with tolerable com- 
fort. He coughed occasionally, but was able 
to raise the phlegm without difficulty. On 
this circumstance the doctors based their 
Opinion that he was holaing his own. The 
household wore a more cheerful look than it 
has for several days. Mrs. Sheridan and 
nearly everybody else got a good sleep last 
night, and the good effects of this needed 
rést were plain. Early in the morning Col. 
Mike ordered out the croquet set that has 
been idle so long and had it set out on the 
lawn west of the house under his own super- 
vision. Foracouple of hours the laughter 
and shouts of glee from the children made 
the place gayer than at any time before since 
the General’s illness began. 

A dozen or so of the children’s little friends 
came to see them, and the lawn presented a 
pretty picture, where several well-contesteda 
games of croquet were played. Once Mrs. 
Sheridan was seen ata rear door and her 
face lighted up with a sad smile as she 
watched her children. She only watched the 
game a few moments and then went back to 
her husband's bedside. 

At 11 o’clock tonight it was said at the 
house that Gen. Sheridan was resting quietly, 
and his condition was about the same as 
when the last bulletin was issued. It has 
been raining steadily for about an hour, bnt 
so far as known the change in the tempera- 
ture has not had its usual bad effect on the 
patient. That he still suffers from cedema 
of the lungs is evidenced by the occasional 
racking cough. A light burnea brightly in 
the sick-room at that hour, butarrangements 
were in progress for closing the house for 
the night. 

The illness of Gen. Sheridan brings quite 
prominently before the public eye his mili- 
tary secretary, Mike“ Sheridan, and his 
two aides, Sanford C. Kellogg and Stanhope 
E. Blunt. Gen. Sheridan appointed his 
brother military secretary in August, 1870, 
and he filled the position tor eight Fears. In 
June, 1878, President Hayes transferred him 
from the line of the army to the general 
staff as Major and Assistant Adjutant-Gen- 
eral. This is a life position unaffected by 
whatever casualty may occur. By the ap- 
pointment of Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan to be Gen- 
eral of the Army, and the reappointment by 
the latter of his former aides, Mike be- 
comes a Colonel, and receives at the rate of 
pont year more pay. He was born May 24, 


Col. Sanford C. Kellogg was born May 10, 
1842, and enlisted in the Twenty-seventh 
New York before he was 20 years old. 
During the four years of his volunteer serv- 
ice he ticipated in the Atlanta campaign, 
in the battie of Nashville, and at atta- 
nooga. Much of his service was under 
the eye of Maj.-Gen. George H. Thomas, and 
it was upon his recommendation that Col. 
Kellogg was commissioned as a Secona- 
Lieutenant, Eighteenth Infantry, in Feb- 
ruary, 1866. He was as ed to the Fifth 
Cavalry as Captain in 1870. Should Gen. 
Sheridan die, Col. Kellogg will revert to the 
position of Captain. v 

The youngest member of Gen. Sheridan’s 
staff is Col. Stanhope E] Blunt, who had not 
entered his teens at the \breaking out of 
War of the Rebellion, was graduated at 
the Military Academy in June, 1872. and pro- 
moted First-Lieutenant, Thirteenth Infantry, 
two years later, after having done much gur- 
vey work in New Mexico. In November, 
1874, Lieut. Blunt was transferred to the 
Ordnance Department, and held that rank 
for six years. During this time he was 
duty at Fort Sneliing, Minn., as ord: 


by Brig.-Gen. A. H. Terry. The General had 
paid much attention to the small-arms sys- 
tem of the United States army, and the ab- 
sence of system in the matter of requiring 
rifle practice on the part of its soldiery. 
Aided and encouraged by Gen. Terry, Capt. 
Blunt compiled a vast amount of information 
from foreign sources upon the sub- 
— vf systematic rifle and carbine 
otruction and practice. He originated, 
also, many methods of his own. 
Gen. Terry created for him a new position— 
that of Inspector of Rifle Practice. Biunt 
was an expert rifle shot, and Gen. Benet, the 
Chief of Ordnance, directed him to prepare 
for publication a manual of rifle practice as 
a text-book for the army. The book is now 
recognized asa great improvement upon all 
previous efforts, and Capt. Biunt was given 
the position of Inspector of Rifle Practice at 
the headquarters of the army. 

Should Gen. Sheridan die, Blunt would re- 
tain the position of inspector, but with the 
rank of Captain only. He was appointed 
aide-de-camp with the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel November 6, 1886, and is popularly 
known as a young man for whom the future 
hoids much promise.

thing, in fact, pointed toa restful night and 
most of the household had retired. The bul- 
letin, however, carefully refrained from mak- 
ing any positive statement that the patient’s 
condition was growing better. The oxygen 
treatment has been almost entirely given up. 
A vessel with the pure oxygen is kept in tue 
sick-room, and a little of it is allowed to es- 
cape and mingle with the air which the Gen- 
eral breathes, but he no longer inhales it or 
has it sprayed in his face.

Substance of the Irish Bishops’ Reply to 
the Rescript. 

Loxpon, June 2.—The document of the 
Irish Bishops which has reached Rome ad- 
mits the right of the Holy See to interfere 
in matters of morality. The plan of cam- 
pai and boycotting, therefore, come 
under the jurisdiction of the rescri 
which they receive with reverence. The 
Bishops are constrained to remark, how- 
ever, that the Holy See has not 
been correctly informed in regard to 
the acts of the rescmpt and that the 
circumstances which gave rise to those acts 
as a means of defense and legitimate resist- 
ance ought to be considered. The document 
adduces a number of statistical data to prove 
that the disputes between the landiords and 
the tenants have a political character and 
have nothing to do with matters of morals or 
religion. It concludes with renewed expres- 
sions of devotion and respect for the de- 
cisions of the Holy See. It is how reported 
that Mer.

France Declines to Establish Annoying

Paris, June 2.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Laur made a motion to estab- 
lish a zone in Northeastern France where 
Germans should not be allowed to reside un- 
less they were subjected to restrictions simi- 
lar to those imposed by Germany upon 
Frenchmen in Alsace-Lorraine. M. Gob- 
let, Minister of Foreign Affairs.

GERMANY’S ARMY MUST BE EQUIPPED 
WITH NEW RIFLES.

Will Not Fight—American and Other 

Travelers Turned Back—Russia Will

Our Agreement with Spain Will Be Con-

Panis, June 2.—The irritation manifested 

in political circles in Paris at the violeut at- 
tack made on France by Premier Tisza of 
Hungary at the beginning of the week and 
the speech of Sefior Alix in the Spanish Par- 
liament Wednesday would be far more vio- 
lent if public attention was not generally oc- 
cupied by the vexatious results of the law 
enforcing the presentation of passports on 
all persons traversing the frontier of Alsace. 
This law came into force yesterday, and this 
morning I was at the Gare de Lest to hear 
the stories of several travelers who had 
been turned back at Deutsch Avricourt for 
want of passports. Among these was an 
American gentleman who is going to put the 
matter into the hands of the legation here. 
This gentleman, in common with many 
fellow-sufferers, had taken the Orient 
Empress at Paris, and reaching Igney Avri- 
court they were warned by the French au- 
thorities that it would be useless to continue 
their journey if they were unprovided with 
passports. However, they continued, reach- 
ing Deutsch Avricourt at 2 a.m, Here every- 
body was forced to alight, and none but Ger- 
man holders of passports were allowed to 
continue their journey. The rest were sent 
back to Igney Avricourt on foot, escorted by 
the Schützmänner, but not until their 
luggage had been inspected and taxed certain 
sums to cover its return to the French 
frontier station. Among these unfortunate 
travelers was a French merchant who was on 
his way to the bedside of his dying father, 
whence he had been summoned by telegraph. 
The Germans laughed at his piteous entreat- 
ies to ve allowed to continue. Many were 
women, who suffered. extremely by 
the long,» night march and being 
forced to wait in the waiting-rooms at Igney. 
Of the twenty-seven people turned back ves- 
terday twelve were Americans who had no 
passports. ‘The French railroad authorities 
furnish free transportation back to Paris for 
ali passengers turned back from the frontier 
on account of the passport regulations. As 
the tide of American travel is heavy at this 
time of the year, great annoyance will be oo- 
casioned, because only a few American trav- 
elers visit Europe provided with passports. 
The German regulations correspond to the 
recent ones issued in Russia. This week 
two Americans on their way to St. Peters- 
burg on a matter of business requiring some 
expedition were stopped at Wirballen, and 
although they had passports obtained at our 
legation in London they were placed under 
arrest because they should have known 
in advance that travelers must have their 
passports viséd at Könisburg. These Ameri- 
cans were locked up like criminals and only 
permitted to goon after a vexatious delay, 
and then under police surveillance and after 
the legation at St. Petersburg had inter- 
fered. This unusual severity upon the bor- 
ders of two great countries, where only a 
nominal inspection of travelers has existed 
for many years, has created an uneasiness 
which always follows anything occurring 
out of the usual hne in the abnormal 
strained condition of affairs in Europe. 
France retaliates by adopting similar regula- 
tions against German travelers there will 
soon be a real basis for a war quarrel. It is 
certain that France must take some notice 
of this most aggressive act of Ger- 
many, which is not at all warranted by 
any of the facts known to the general public. 
This sentiment is yma expressed by Laur, 
Deputy from St. Etienne, in his paper, 
France, in which he says: Not to reply to 
Germany would be cowardice; to provoke 
her would be crime. Tooth for tooth is the 
seutiment that must dictate our conduct. 
We ought long ago w have created a vast 
military district along the whole of our Ger- 
man border. We should have prevented the 
ingress of Germans in our Vosges outposts 
as Germany prevents our entering _hers, 
Germany keeps us out of her Metz Stras- 
burg camps. Let us, too, keep the Germans 
out of our strongholds at Toulon, Verdun, 
and Paris.

The National Meeting—Reformed Presby- 
terians in Session.

ance; and refusing ecclesiastical fellowship 
with other churches which allow their mem- 
bers to identify themselves with the Nation 
in its neutrality to the claims of Christ as 
the King of nations; also denouncing secret 
societies, indorsing prohibition, and charac- 
terizing the use of tobacco as filthy and in- 
ee The synod then adjourned until 

onday.

New York, June 2.—[Special. |—Richard 
Kearney, under sentence of death in the 
Monmouth County jail at Freehold, N. J., 
madea full and free confession this after- 
noon that he was the man who-—committed 
the assault on Miss Angeline Herbert, at 
Eatontown, N. J., for which the old colored 
man, “* Mingo Jack,“ was lynched two years 
ago. The authorities have long suspected 
the truth, but Kearney has been silent about 
the matter until yesterday, when he sent for 
Assistant-Prosecutor Swartz. The confes- 
sion was made in the presence of witnesses, 
It entirely clears “Mingo Jack.“ The 
authorities would not divulge the text of the 
confession. Kearney is to be executed in 
July for the murder of Mrs. Purcell, whom 
he assaulted. He has also served a term in 
State prison for a similar offense upon a 
white girl near Middietown.

Crowds of Colored People Seeking Passage 
to African Shores. 

New York, June 2.—The colored boarding- 
houses in this city during the last four or five 
weeks have been bead over ears” in busi- 
ness, owing to the extraordinary rush of ap- 
plicants for uecommodation, Last week these 
places became so crowded that rooms were to 
be had only at a high premium, and yesterday 
and the day before a great many proprietors 
were obliged to turn away large numbers 
of applicants. Thirteen colored families 
arrived from Florida several days ago, 
and only half of them could secure 


sail on the Moravia for Liberia, Africa. 
They are pilgrims seeking the land of their 
fathers, where they believe brighter and 
happier days await them. The unfortunate 
tamilies that could not find rooms passed a 
sleepless night Thursday. People would not 
receive them, and they wandered hopelesly 
around, the mothers with infaate in their 
arms. 

The American Colonization Society has 
given them free passage to Liberia. The so- 
ciety also gives each man who goes to Liberia 
ten acres of land, besides a house, 1ent free, 
for six months, which time he is sup- 
ported by the society, Each head of the 
family gets twenty-five instead of ten acres. 
After the six months everybody has to take 
care of himself.

@THE PANAMA CANAL’S CONDITION, 


Four Years and Millions of Money Wanted 
to Complete the Project. 

New Tonk. June2.—The Zaginering News 
publishes an article this wees on the “* Act- 
ual Status of the Panama Canal,” giving the 
results of a recent expert examination of the 
entire length of tne canal, and accompanied 
by a progress profile, showing the amount of 
work done and undone to Jan. 1 of the pres- 
ent year, both for the sea level and lock canal. 
The profile shows that the only work which 
is anywhere near completion is about eleven 
miles of dredging on the Atlantic end and 
about a mile at the Pacific end. On the re- 
mainder of the work the proportion done is 
small in comparison with that undone. The 
estimate given in connectivn with this pro- 
file shows @ total of 384,081,000 cubic meters 
remaining, without allowing for changes of 
river channels, etc., which raises the aggre- 
2 to 51,000,000 cubic meters. The company 

ad admitted 82,000,000 to 40,000,000 meters. 

At the highest rate yet reached, of 1,000,- 
000 cubic meters per month, it is estimated 
that at least four years will be n ry to 
finish the canal if tnere is no! of money. 
The total amount of cash actudily expended 
up to the present date is $177,910,000, rep- 
resented by $851,150,000 of securities. The 
amount necessary to be raised to complete 
the canal is estimated by the Dngineering News 
at a minimum of $230,000,000, which would be 
represented by at least $500,000,000 of new 
securities. 


RELEASED FROM PRISON. 


“Hungry Joe,” the Great Bunco Steerer, 
Once More Free. 

New York, June 2.—Joseph Lewis, or 
„Hungry Joe,“ the king of bunco steer- 
ers.“ who swindled Oscar Wilde out of $500 a 
few years ago, and who played contidence 
games on men of all classes and conditions, 
will be released from Clinton prison today. 

After a long career of crime Hungry 
Joe“ was sentenced by Recorder Smyth, May 
N, 1885, to four years in State Prison on con- 
fession of grand larceny in the second de- 
gree. The State allows a commutation of 
one yéar on four years’ sentence for good be- 
havior, andif Joe had behaved himself he 
might have obtained his freedom last Tues- 
day. But he got into a fight with a fellow 
convict a short time ago and lost ten days of 
his commutation. As this was his only in- 
fraction of the prison rules the Warden of 
the prison remitted part of the fine. Joe was 
anxious to get away as soon as possible for 
fear he might be arrested en some old charge.

The Brazilian Emperor will not get well 
But he will rally from his present serious ill- 
ness—indeed, he is already doing so—and 
will probably live for several years more. 
That is the opinion of Dr. Charcot, the emi- 
nent French specialist who was called to 
hold a consultation in his case at Milan. The 
Emperor's disease is diabetes, and is incura- 
ble. But itis not likely to be immediately 
fatal. What caused his recent critical con- 
dition was a severe cold which developed 
into plearisy and threatened pneumonia. At 
one time death seemed inevitable. But 
powerful stimulants were administered hy- 
podermically, and he rallied. An unfort- 
nnate feature of the case was that Dom 
Pedro’s mind was not easy. He was con- 
stantly brooding over a great burden, and in 
his sleep he dreamed and talked aloud about 
it. What was this burden? It was the 
knowledge that human slavery still existed 
in his dominions. I would be ready to die,” 
he said on ore occasion, if slavery were 
abolished in Brazil. But it is horrible to me 
to think of running away from home and 
dying, leaving a millon fellow-mortals in 
chains and leaving to my daughter the task 
of finishing the work I have shirked.”’

A Ticket to Be Sprung with Judge Rich- 
ard Prendergast’s Name Upon it— 
Judge Prendergast Says the Use of His 
Name Is Unauthorized and the Work of 


Tricksters—Patrick Egan on the Pres- 
idential Situation. 

The disreputable politicians, Socialists, and 
Anarchists have priated a ticket bearing the 
name of Richard Prendergast and their in- 
tention is to try elect him Supreme Judge 
and thereby defeat Justice Magruder. The 
fact that there is to be a judicial election to- 
morrow has been generally lost sight of, and, 
counting on this, an attempt is to be made to 
steal the Judgeship.

A DROP IN LAKE GRAIN FREIGHTS. 


The Buffalo Rate Goes Down to the Basis of 
Two Cents on Wheat. 

Grain freights by lake to Buffalo dropped back 
yesterday to 2 cents on wheat. 1% on corn, and 
1% on oats. This was the result of the manip- 
ulations in the corn-pit, combined with the small 
amount of grain going forward at present. Many 
of the big grain-carriers that ordinarily trade 
here have gone to carrying iron-ore, which has 
prevented the drop in grain freights coming 
sooner. There was a fair demand for vessel 
room for Georgian Bay on the basis of 1d cents 
on oats, but no one wanted. to ship anything to 
Lake Ontario ports. Charters were: To Buffalo, 
Arabia and Nestor, corn; Albany, corn and oats. 
To Georgian Bay, Kelderhouse, corn.

SALE OF MAYWOOD REAL ESTATE. 


E. A. Cummings & Co. Dispose of Sub- 
urban Property—The Prices. 

The pretty suburb of Maywood, on the 
Galena branch of the Northwestern Road, 
was struck witha small-sized boom yester- 
day. Messrs. E. A. Cummings & Co. had a 
free excursion to their auction sale of real 
estate, and upwards of 2,000 persons took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to pick up some of 
the lots. The auction was held in front of 


the Maywood Hotel, itself the highest priced 


piece of property offered. The first lot put 
up was the northeast corner of Lake street 
and Fifth avenue. It wus knocked down for 
$535. Tne two lots adjacent brought $500, 
and these were the highest prices paid for 
inside lots. The corner lots, thirty-five in 
number, netted $7,140, an average of . 
Inside lots, numbering sixty-seven, realized 
$10,185, or a little less than 86.50 per front 
foot, each being 125125 feet. One lot on 
Lake street, somewhat irreguiar in shape 
but having 110 feet frontage, was sold for 
$22.50 a foot. A house and lot, 120x125 feet, 
at Lake street and Third avenue, pro- 
duced spirited bidding. The house was 
said to have cost $3,000 ana the ground is 
equal to four lots. Beginning at $2,000 the 
bids quickly rose to $2,600, at which it looked 
for a time as though the property would be 
sold. Auctroneer Givins was begging just 
$5 more when Mr. P. A. Rowe offered the 
amount asked for. In bids of $5 the price 
mounted to $2,710. At this point the man who 
was bidding inst Mr. Rowe caved in and 
the house and lot became Rowe’s. 

The Maywood Hotel is a three-story and 
basement brick. It has eighteen bedrooms, 
three parlors, a commodious dining-room, 
offices, kitchen, etc. Itis 2 close by 
the Northwestern track on a lot 168x287 feet, 
on which there are livery sheds, barns, etc. 
The present tenant has a lease at $1,000, and 
is anxious to renew. 2 at 68.000 the 
price quickly rose to $8, in bids of $50. At 
this point there appeared no chance of 
further advance, and the glib auctioneer 
havin exhausted his stories called upon the 
brass band for some music. The result was 
to revive bidding between three men, of 
whom two had shortiy before given up the 
struggle. An additional $550 was added to 
the price offered, and at $8,550 
the hotel was adjudged the proper- 
2 of Dr. J. Clendenning of Maywood. 

e result of thé sale was an investment of 
$31,060 in Maywood real estate, and the ma- 
jority of the investors appeared to be of the 
artisan order, in whose keeping 1228 of 
the description sold is not ailowed to remain 
long unimproved. The people of Maywood 
are therefore looking for an early life-sized 
boom to strike the town.

THE BEAUTIES OF THE GREAT SUM. 
MER RESORT. 


How the Cup of Pieasure May Be Quaffed 
im the Garden City—The Attractions of 
the Parks—The Extortions, but Enjoy- 
ment as Well, to Be Had at the Base- 
Ball Park—The Art Institute and the 
Wealth of Sight-Seeing It Affords. 

My Dear Horatio: I would like to de- 
scribe to you our nrst holiday in Chicago, for 
you spoke of coming on yourself for a tew 
days, and in my experience you may find 
some hints which may be of service. We 
hear a great deal in general about Chicago as 
a summer resort—much praise, which I am 


but now, if you will bear with me, I will try 
wo tell you something in particular. This is 
thé record of a single day and the day was 
last Saturday:

I have no sympathy with those who 
sneer at base-ball. its opportunities for 
skill and science—opportunities that are su- 
perbly improved at present, more so than 
ever before in the history of the sport—it 
throws in the shade the cricket match of old 
England. What more stimulating to 
a man than to look at those  vir- 
tues of manhood in harmonious con- 
8 brain, brawn, ara nerve! 
ou will have fresh air on the base-bail field, 
you will Have the grateful sense of gre- 
gariousness, you will have appetite-making 
excitement—but you must be prepared to be 
imposed upon.

A TENT FOR CAMPING OUT. 


Can Make It Themselves at 
Little Expense. 
OYS always begin to 
think about camping- 
out equipments as soon 
as spring fairly sets in. 
The most important 
thing to provide for 
guch an expedition is 
a tent, and as it costs 
a good deal of money 
to have one made to 
order, perhaps the 
boys who intend to 
spend a few days in 
the woods this sum- 
mer would like to 
know how te make one 
themselves and at a 
trifling cost. 
Buy nine yards of 
good, stout, yard-wide 
cotton cloth and cut into three strips of three 
yards each. Sew these strips together se- 
curely by overlapping, and you will then 
have a piece three yards square. Make a so- 
lution of twelve ounces of lime and five 
ounces of alum in three gallons of Water 
and soak the cotton in itior a day. Rinse it 
in warm rain water and stretch in the sun 20 
* It will then be waterproof. 
aving reached your camping-out place, 
cut two poles eight feet long, each with a 
fork atone end. Sink the other ends in the 
ground about a foot and beat the earth well 
down to keep them firmly in place. These 
poles should be about eight feet apart. Now 
cut another vole about nine feet long and put 
iton top of the other two, resting in the 
forks. Cut two more poles ten feet long 
each for the sides of your frame, resting one 
end of each pole on the cross pole and the 
other end on the ground. Stretch the canvas 
over the frame and tack it to the poles. You 
can make the sides of your tent weather- 
proof with the boughs of cedar and other 
trees. 
This is the simplest and least expensive 
tent you can have, and it will answer your 
urposes fully. The interior of the tent, 
owever, would be a little more roomy and

comfortable if you wofild put up a second 


frame in the rear similar to that in front, 
say two feet high, and stretch the canvas 
over that and thence to the ground. 

Select sloping ground to put your tent on, 
so that if it rmns the water will readily run 
off; and also dig a little ditch around the 
tent with an outlet leading down the incline. 
As the front of the tent will be open—unicss 
you choose to provide enough canvas to 
close it—-you had better place it with the 
front towards the north or northwest, for 
storms, if you have any, will probably come 
from the south or southwest. 

The rude hut described—for it is little else 
—will no doubt seem a flimsy shelter to those 
who have. never occupied one, but tor per- 
fect rest and the soundest of sound sleeping 
you will find it superior to the best room in 
your city house. :

The Frank, Easy, Natural Directness Shown 
in the Notes of Mrs. Cleveland—The 
Handwriting of the Postmaster-Gener- 
al’s Wife Is Most Unique—A Strong, 
Self-Reliant Character Shown by Miss 
Bayard—How Miss West Expresses Her- 
self. 


Note paper is a fashion. Handwriting is 
sometimes individuality. If it is often an in- 
dex to the character of men, it reveals quite 
as much about women. Take the note paper 
and the handwriting together, and to both 
add the form of the note, and one may geta 
good insight into the character of the writer. 
Fashion also decrees at this time that the 
note shall be one of simplicity and directness. 
In general, men are more given to brevity 
than women. But busy women in Washing- 
ton, says a New York paper, have no 
time for superfluous words. The style 
of some women is naturally brief and 
direct. Others acquire this happy and much- 
to- be- desired style because of absolute lack 
of time to spread ideas on paper. Therefore 
the Washington society note is one to the 
point, and without waste of words. 

The custom of the President’s wife to re- 
ceive visitors by apbointment has put her notes 
in the hands ot many people. Her autograph 
is widely scattered, and, of course, itis 
highly treasured. Mrs. Cleveland had the 
advantage of a short interval between the 
schoolroom and the White House. She was 
never out of practice, but had her hand in 
from the beginning. She is a ready writer 
of notes, and, taken as a whole, they reveal 
conspicuous traits of her character. Her 
notes have the charm of perfect naturalness, 
grace, and directness. She chooses plain, 
small, white paper, and the envelope is 
sealed with her monogram, F. F. C.,“ in 
cream-white wax. At the top of the paper, 
and on the left hand upper corner of the en- 
velope, are the words Executive Mansion, 
Washington.“ The letters are silver, and 
the effect is pretty, but simple. However 
Mrs. Cleveland’s notes to friends may differ 
from her notes to acquaintances, all show the 
same frank, easy, natural directness. But 
the shortest note is free from abruptness of 
style. The following note is quite a model 
in its way as an example of simplicity ana 
brevity. It is a happy medium, and seems 
just the right thing. The handwriting is far 
from being precise or uniform. But it is 
easy’and legible. 
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If ones goes into the Cabinet circle for a 
study of autographic character, there will 
be found great and puzzling variety. The 
handwriting of the Postmaster-General’s 
wife is most unique. Its sharply defined pen 
strokes are not American. It is quite an En- 
— hand, and large, positive, firm, and per- 

aps handsome. itis an aristocratic hand, 
but without frankness or simplicity. A page 
of it looks reserved and stately. In short, 
as an index to character, it is faulty, except 
in one or two particulars. It is a hand show- 
ing clear-cut strength, and is fine in the 
sense of a beautiful character. Mrs. Dickin- 
son chooses small white 4 marked by 
her initials, F. P. D., ina ty silver mono- 
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oom at the top. Her notes express her in- 
ividuality in their simple and direct style. 

But the aristocratic signature does not re- 
veal the real woman. On the contrary, Mrs. 
Dickinson is a legible woman. She is frank, 
large hearted, and wholly free from the cold- 
ness of reserve. Sheis aristocratic in that 
she believes in the aristocracy of worth. 
Perhaps no woman in the Cabinet circle has 
so slight reverence forthe aristocracy of 
birth and fortune. And it is a little signifi- 
cant that, writing by far the most 
cratic hand, sheis, nevertheless, the most 
intensely democratic of all the Cabinet 
women. Mrs. Dickinson isa woman of quick 
perception and responsive nature, honest 
and straightforward. A sense of duty would 
lead her to meet the social requirements of 
her position, but she is too earnesta woman 
ever to go into the fashionable whirl with ail 
her heart, and she will not, therefore, be 
voted a “society woman.” With culture 
and sweetness of manner she combines 
enough of the free Western type to make her 
a charming woman. 

Miss Bayard’s autograph bespeaks a strong, 
frank, self-reliant character. There are no 
3 no blind loops, and no uncertain 
letters. It is aconspicuously legible hand, 
and one to be read at a glance. nd it 1s an 
easy, graceful hand, unstudied and rapid. 
It expresses open and quick thought, and 
that the writer is a woman to dash off a note 
quickly, and at the same time legibly. The 
hand that is rapid and at the same time leg- 
ible isarareone. Miss Bayard’s notes, how- 
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ever hastily penned, are invariably as plain 
to read as print. She sometimes writes her 
name Anna F. Bayard, and it is more fem 
nine. A. F. Bayard suggests her father’s sig- 
nature, T. F. Bayard. There is nothing 
doubting or lacking in Miss Bayard’s auto- 
graph. It is firm and decided, without being 
bold. “Sincerely yours means ali that it im- 
plies, as an honest expression of friendly re- 
gard. Itis a hand havi pronounced c 
acter, butit would not termed an aristo- 
cratic hand. It is as free from affectation as 
the sunlight, and shows a character free 
from caprice, vacillation, and pretense. Miss“ 
Bayard’s note paper is generally plain linen, 
having the number and street of ber resi- 
dence printed atthe top. The envelope is 
equally plain, and when out of mourning it 
is white, with the small black head of a grit- 
fin just above the seal. Her notes are ex- 
amples of simplicity, and she writes to the 
point, without an extra word. It would be 
reasonable to expect a family crest or some 
idea of distinction on Miss Bayard’s tles, 
as warranted by ancestral claims. But it is 
the “new people” who are most given to 
that sort of thing. 

Another graceful hand is that of Miss 
wee — British Minister’s eldest hter. 
Miss West was educated in France. hen 
she came to Washington six years ago to 
preside for her father at the British Legation, 
she both wrote and French far better 
than En But her desire to make 
English her 


graceful dash, quite like her own manner 
s an — . it 1s a pretty fair index of 
the writer’s character. Miss West writes 
on as she talks—with ease and animation. 
ere is no reserve in her handwriting, and 
no concealment. It is a frank, wo 
hand; and one that meets a friend more than 
half way. She is a woman of impuisive and 
Svmpathetic nature, but as steady of purpose 
as her hand indicates. Her place in society 
gives the impression that sbe enjoys the 
giddy round.”

Bayard—Secretary Whitney and the At- 
torney-General—Where Senator Ingalls 
Gets His Wonderfal Vocabulary—Tom

Wasuinerton, D. C., June 1.—Every man 
has his own peculiar literary taste, and it is 
surprising to find how peculiar are the tastes 
of many well known-people. A careful 
review of the literary preferences of many 
men of National reputation which I have 
made will, I think, be of general interest. 
I have no doubt that the investigation car- 
ried out among the business, political, and 
literary lights of any large community 
would prove equally as interesting to those 
who know them. 

One of the peculiar developments of the sub- 
ject is the testimony aaduced in favor of the 
Bible as a literary rather than as an inspired 
or religious work. Another point—and one 
of the few points—of argument among the 
eminent men with whom I have talked is on 
the merits of Shakspeare’s works; but I 
have yet to find a statesman who is a disciple 
of Donnelly or who even expressed an inter- 
est in his Baconian cipher. 

Secretary Bayard was at his official desk 
when I called at the State Department to 
see him the other day. The windows of the 
spacious room give to the ancient of the 
President the same beautiful view of green- 
sward, silvery streaks of water, and distant 
hills that the Chief Executive himself may 
enjoy. He fell into a pensive mood when I 
asked him to tell me something about books. 

“A vast subject, indeed,” were his first 
words. and hardly one to be dismissed in a 
brief conversation.

‘Civilization,’ but his posthumous works in 
three volumes show the same great mind. 
They contain four magnificent essays, and 
his Notes on every conceivable subiect are 
brilliantly learned and clever. On my vaca- | 
tion I select historicai and philosophical 
works, and I read a great many hours a 
day. To current literature I do not devote 
much time. If an intelligent friend tells me 
that some recently published book is stron 
and good I get it. I rarely take up a doo 
haphazard. I frequently stroll into the local 
bookshops and look over the counters, but 
one glance at the titles usually satisfies me. 
Of the American poets 1 do not think that 
George D. Prentiss has been justly apprecia- 
ted or placed in his proper niche. I do not 
think that Byron or Moore ever wrote more

FISHING IN INDIAN TERRITORY. 


The Fine Sport to Be Had in the Many Lakes 
and Streams. 
\ ARKINS SPRINGS 
Special: For a month 
or two about this sea- 
son of the year fine 
sport is to be had in 
the Indian Territorv. 
especially in Choctaw 
County, which abounds 
in small lakes and 
streams almost filled 
with fish. It is of 
angling that your cor- 
would 
write, though the 
woods abound in deer, 
_ squirrels, turkeys, 
— -~™ duck, and other game, 
and the hunter’s rifie and shotgun are to be 
heard on ali sides. Numerous parties come 
from Texarkana, Clarks ville, Paris, Sherman, 
and other points in North Texas, who deem 
this country the sportsman’s paradise. They 
come with camp equipage, cooking utensils, 
* and remain two or three weeks at a 
me. 

Within a radius of fifty miles from Hark- 
ins Springs, which is the court-house of the 
county—a double-room log building— there 
are a number of lakes, varying in size from a 
mile or two in length by a half mile in 
width, to others five or six miles long and a 
mile or so wide. Among these may be named 
Ciear, Red, and Horseshoe Lakes, all of 
which abound in many kinds of fish. 

A shady, cool spot may be selected on the 
shore, and in an hour or two fifty or a hun- 
dred trout, white perch, and other tooth- 
some fish will reward the lucky angler. 
There is a larger fish, called here ite 
buffalo, which reaches te weight of 
thirty or forty unds; while catfish 
are caughtin Red River;on the southern 
border, some of which attain the weight of 
75 or 100 pounds. Itis the smaller fish, how- 
éver, that furnish both the best sport ana 
the best food. As your correspondent is 
worse than G. W. in his inability to lie, he 
will say that he caught catfish weighing 
eight or nine. pounds, one buffalo that 
weighed sixteen and a quarter pounds, and 
thousands of other kinds, varying from a 
couple of ounces up to five or six pounds. 

Taking a little canoe, one nay paddle about 
the lakes with a line throWn out on either 
22 and haul in trout, perch} and other fish 
until he is weaned or loaded. 

The red earth worm is the best bait for the 
greatest number of fish, while minnows and 
pieces of other fish make the best bait for 
trout.

Some should certainly have 
been excluded. They leaven the exhibition 
down. A bad landscape is worse than a bad fig- 


ure in effect upon taste and standards. Nature 


being always close to the human consciousness, 
untruth in depicting her countenance is more 
easily recognized and more energetically 
rejected than untruth in figure panting, 
which does not so _ sensitively affect 
most observers. Errors in figure drawing, if not 
flagrant, easily escape the detection of all but 
experienced students of art. A bad figure is 
pushed away from the eye without violence. It 
is lightly seen and quickly forgotten, if it be not 
atrocious. Doubtless the more serious test of 
the artist, mediocrity in it escapes censure, 
while great success wins credit beyond equal 
merit in landscaping. 

This is true only of the popular judgment; and 
at this time in the fixing of standards in art opin- 


ion in Chicago it is easy to ix them wrong and 


desirable to fix them right. Poor landscapes 
are the worst possible means of promoting a 
love of pictorial art in a community. The indul- 
gent Judgment Committee reyected some mon- 
strosities, but it has admitted too much inferior 
and depressing canvas. The deepest, most 
subtle, and most lasting enjoyment which tne 
brush gives to the human eye is through land- 
scapes. Like Nature herself, a good picture 
changes its aspects with every new phase of light 
which the passing of day casts upon its surface. 
One good picture, therefore, multiplies its re- 
sources of pleasure-giving infinitly. Its canacity 
is limited only by the sensibility of the beholder. 
In precisely the same ratio a bad or moderately 
well-conceived but ill-executed landscape is a 
traitor to art itself as well as a betrayer of nat- 
ure, for it alienates the observer from both nat- 
ure and art. 

There are landscapes in the collection which 
atone for the presence of so much mediocrity. 
Of course the Inness works stand easily first. 
There are four in ail. Three of them (80, 81, and 
8) are on the north wall of the main gallery 
and are side by side on the line. They are in 
themselves a history of the artist's brush. 
“Saco Valley,“ if not a downrightly bad 
picture, is so defective in composition and 80 
jejune in color as to fill one with admiration 
of the sincerity and persistence of the 
hand that could pass from such failure 
of purpose to the splendid achievements that are 
its comrades. “Summer” is a noble work, ten- 
der, rich, and sympathetic in sentiment, lovely 
in color, and masterly in tone. If it have a posi- 
tive defect it is that it is a little too solid in 
masses, making one yearn ior more vista, the 
opposit of the defect in “Saco Valley,“ where, 
in striving after distance and effulgence, the art- 
ist secured only barrenness and false proportion. 

„The Bathers, notwithstanding the indiffer- 
ent treatment of the tigures, which might as well 
have been omitted but at least fulfill the dra- 
matic purpose implied in the name of the pict- 
ure, is a work of notable force, directness, and 
completeness. Even the figures possess the shy 
and elusive action which gives the key to the 
human life of the scene. But were they omitted 
the landscape would be one of surpassing 
charm. The dexterity with which Inness 
has managed hght and distance in it 
ranks him among the masters of landscaping. 
In the sunny glow which is diffused throughout 
the picture, and in the transparency of air which 
is effected with it, the manher of Jules Bréton is 
suggested, but not at all by way of imitativeness. 
Inness is a painter with distinctive style. His 
characteristics are marked, his imagination sup- 
ple, his individuality stable. He need go to no 
one for style. The Bathers would adorn any 
European gallery. 
now 34 years of age, studied with Bonnat in 
Paris. He is an animal painter. 

A modest but fascinating bit of work is the lit- 
tle color scheme of Henry. Witt (181), on the 
southeast of the main gallery. It is unambitious 
and delicate; a conceit of autumn tints and calm 
landscape. The main factors in it are trivial; a 
little brook in the foreground, a cluster of trees, 
awarmsky. The foliage is perhaps too feathery; 
but altogether it is a pretty trifle. 

More pretentious but inferior in delicacy is 
Wiles’ sunshine under the trees (164), on the east 
wall, justto the left of the entrance. The me- 
chanically-caught fleckings of the sunlight are 
too methodical and the thin impasto lends a 
sketchy air to the work. On the same wall is 
Haberle’s tour de main, the $100 bill with the 
newspaper clippings, the tin-tyve, and more 
trumpery. Of course the imitation is capital. It 
has received many amusing tributes. One ob- 
server, disgusted that so much work should be 
wasted for results so insignificant, said to a 
trustee standing by: “I should think you 
would not have consented to putting those 
things in there. It was bad enough to paint a 
dollar bill.“ Even a second examination failed 
to convince her that they were not apart from 
tne painting. But everything under the glass is 
brushwork. Up-stairs there is a $10 bill painted 
by another equally accurate and painstaking 
man. Itisa pity they waste time and ability 
upon such worthlesness. 

Another typical American represented in the 
collection is William M. Chase. He is doubtless 
the most versatile of American painters. He 
was born in Franklin, Ind., in 1849, and studied 
for a time with a portrait painter of In- 
dianapolis. After a term in the National Acad- 
emy he went to Munich and was subject 
to Wagner and Piloty; he painted portraits of 
the latter’s children. His first appearance of 
note was in the Salon in 188 He spent some 
time in Venice also. His piquancy, humor, and 
fluency have been recognized from an early pe- 
riod in his career. Of late years he has shown 
remarkable power in producing broad effects 
with simple but adroit facture, Two examples 
of his work serve to reveal this: The Hide-and- 
Seek,“ which is on the second floor, and his por- 
trait of a lady, a pliant pinky vision on the main 
gallery on the north wall. The linear perspec- 
tive in the former is fine and the suggestiveness 
of the empty room full ot fancy. The quaint action 
of the little girl going solemnly out in the 
wrong direction while the laughing figure of her 
romping mate enters at the opposit corner com- 
prises a delightful movement in the work. His 
landscapes have made of late a great sensation 
in the East; the one seen in this exhibition is 
not remarkable except for purity and good 
brushwork. 

Kenyon Cox, in some respects the most aca- 
demic of American painters, is seen with down- 
right disappointment. His huge decorative 
allegory, *“ Pictoral Art and Poetry,” on the east 
wall of the second floor, main gallery, is an 
elaborated vulgarity. The models are utterly 
unideal, At least he has so treated them that 
the face of one is detestable and of the other 
idiotic, 

Of Chicago artists it may be said justly that 
they appear to better advantage in this exhibi- 
tion than at any previous one. Mr. Beecher’s 
gracious head of a young girl deserves better 
placing than it enjoys. Mr. Earle's La Belle 
Hollandaise is more fortunate in position, and 
presents the artist athis best. This picture was 
in the Academy. Mr. Maratta has sent in an oil 
sketch which shows that he timorously repeats 
himself in the new medium. There is scarceiy a 
good point in the picture that is new, while the 
sky contains lights that never are in nature. It 
were better that he adhere to water-volors, or at 
least refrain from exhibiting in oil until he has 
something to say with it, Mr. Guerin shows two 
landscapes. Both contain merit; neither is a 
good picture. One is soapy in spots and in tone; 
the other is dreary, inky, and rough. But Mr. 
Guerin approaches nature with true intuition. 
He bas eyes for her charms, but he has not the 
palet at present to depict them with half the 
power that he will develop with experience, It 
is of the highest value to know how to look 
at a landscape, and few who possess it to 
the degree Mr. Guerin manifests will fail 
to become painters. Mr. Grover shows 
a fair bit of semi-architectural, semi-pictorial 
work in his “ Venice” and a less creditable com- 
position in “Day Dreams.“ Miss Estabrook’s 
Roses are well placed and worthily, and the 
decorative color and careful drawing which Mrs. 
Hayden has hitherto presented in still life reap- 
pear in the example of her work. Mr. Ventres’ 
“Raspberries’’ are good. Mr. Payne’s “Early 
November” shows considerable sincerity and 
candor and promises better things, This is little 
more than # retouched sketch.

local population, available from the dra- 

atic point of view, of 725,000, nearly all of 
whom are frequent theatre-goers. People 
here are educated to an appreciation of the 
drama. The children are brought up to dis- 
tinguish good acting from bad. Every 
Bostonian is more or less of a dramatic critic, 
and is accustomed toair his or her opinions 
regarding stage matters with no little con- 
fidence in public. 

Every first-class theatrical attraction that 
appears in New York is brought to Boston 
for a season, with its full metropolitan cast 
and equipment. In former times plays that 
had achieved great and deserved success in 
Gotham were frequently presented here by 
inferior troupes; but now Boston is so close to 
New York by rail and the competition for 
attractions is so tremendous that managers 
no longer dare to offend in that way. Plays, 
too, are not “tried on the dog” any more 
in this city before being taken to New York. 
Boston was stricken off the list of dog 
towns some years ago, because the people 
did not like to be experimented upon. So 
now only good things, already approved else- 
where, are offered to gratify the local appe- 
tite. Augustin Daly fetches his entire com- 
pany hither each year for two weeks or more 
of his traveling season. A. M. Palmer’s 
Madison Square company offers here fer an 
extended run every successful play it pro- 
duces. Frohman’s Lyceum and other met- 
ropolitan combinations, as well as all the 
leading stars, visit Boston annually. Curi- 
ously enough, itis a maxim with theatrical 
people that no dramatic venture isa safe 
thing until it has received Boston’s indorse- 
ment. And this is not merely because Bos- 
tonians are more accurately critical. The 
Soaking N in New York is so enor- 
mous t a piece may succeed there without 
pleasing the Manhattanese themselves. In 
other words, the audiences it attracts 
may be composed of strangers almost 
wholly, representing an incongruous mixt- 
ure of tastes. In Boston, on the other 
hand, the approval of the natives may 
always be taken as a reliable criterion. 
If a new play does well here it is sure to 
make a hit in Philadelphia, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, and probably elsewhere. 

here is yet another reason wherefore the 
managers are glad to make a Boston success. 
This city is to the New England “ circuit ” 
— what New York is to the — at 
arge. The circuit in question —-conceded to 
be tne finest theatrical circuit in the world 
is made up of prosperous manufacturing 
towns in various parts of New England, each 
of which has ahandsomely appointed little 
theatre. These towns are so close together that 
traveling fares—the greatexpense of combi- 
nations on the road—are light. They are 
„% easy stands ’’—in other words, there is no 
driving across country to be done, nor any 
patching up of unsatisfactory stage-fix- 
ings necessary. The hotel accommodations 
are excellent, and everything is made as 
agreeable as possible for the actors, who 
give their performance one or more nights, 
and are off without fuss or flurry to the next 
place of halting. Thus it is that, from the 
theatrical point of view, tile New England 
circuit is both pleasing and profitable. Now, 
the inhabitants of the big manufacturing 
towns referred to look to Boston for its 
criticism on the shows which come their way 
after visiting the t city. Most of them 
read the Boston Herald and Globe, and are 
fully posted on the merits of each fresh pro- 
duction long before they have an opportunity 


of seeing it. These people, too, know what 


is what in such matters almost as well as the 
Bostonians themselves, and with a favor- 
able report in advance from the Hub any 
traveling combination of real merit is certain 
to be well patronized. A success achieved 
in Boston is a success for the whole of New 
England., and in all probability for the rest 
of the United States. Inasmuch as it is quite 
impossible for a tneatrical attraction to play 
the entire season in large cities only—save 
only a few famous starsand combinations— 
the advan softhe New England circuit 
are much 3 by the profession. What- 
ever may be said of Boston newspaper dra- 
matic criticism, it is certainly honest. The 
opinions of thé press here regarding tne 
stage are not to be purchased by bribes or 
contracted for at so much a column with the 
business-managers of the local sheets. Plays 
are not manufactured into success” in 
Boston. 

The dramatic profession receives more re- 
cruits from this neighborhood than from any 
other section of the country. All the man- 
agers comehither to obtain fresh material 
for their companies. The stock of such 
material, in araw State, hereabout is practic- 
ally unlimited and of unusual quality, owing 
mainly to the prevalence in all classes of the 
community of ornamental education. The 
dramatic conservatories and schools of elo- 
cution in Boston turn out hundreds of grad- 
nates fired with ambition for success on the 
stage every year. The enthusiasm of the 
people for the play has brought into being 
dozens of amateur organizations, the mem- 
bers of which not infrequently drift upon 
the professional boards. Of such woula-be 
actors a small army exists in the metropolis 
of culture. The fever even. pervades the 
shops, where many of the girls are regularly 
accustomed to serve as extra ladies of the 
walking ballet, or—if they have any musical 
education and can sing—of the chorus, when- 
ever an operatic or spectacular performance 
requiring an unusual number of voices or 
pretty women is given at the theatres. Men 
too—though not as many—seek relaxation 
from daily toil behind the counters of the 
dry-goods stores in the glare of the foot- 
lights, singing in the chorus or acting as 
supernumeraries. Andnota few of these 
humble worshipers of Thespis are drawn into 
the rank and file of the profession eventually.

The Boston is the only theatre in 
the United States which did not require al- 
terations for the production of Henry Ir.

Next in order should be mentioned the 
Hollis Street Theatre, whichis now enjoy- 
ing its second prosperous season. Consid- 
ered from the decorative point of view, this 
is the most desirable play-house in town. 
Renaissance effects have been combined 
with the modern Lincrusta-Walton inside 
to produce results gratifying to the esthetic 
eye. A feature of the structure architecturally 
is the immense first balcony, which reaches 
well out into the centre of the auditorium. 
The “ Hollis” is owned by Brigham, the res- 
taurant man, of whom it is related that John 
Stetson once was asked, “How did your 
friend, Mr. B., make his money; was it not 
through a patent! “ Yes,” replied the man 
of many investments; “ his fortune was de- 
rived from a method he discovered of divid- 
ing a pie into five quarters.” Isaac B. Rich 
is the manager of the Hollis Street Theatre. 

The Museum is—with one exception—the 
oldest theatre in Boston. it employs the only 
stock company in the United States that is 
ready, from one week to another, to jump 
from light opera to old English comedy. 
Stars who come here always find the Museum 
company prepared to give them a more or 
less adequate backing up. Scoffers assert 
that the Museum aggregation is composed 
of antique.mummies, the more aged of whom 
are invariably selected to enact the giddy 
juvenile parts; but Boston people—even 
those who disapprove on moral grounds of 
the theatre in general—uphold this historic 
fane, and frequent its hallowed precincts 
with periodic footsteps.

It is 
commonly said in the profession that a 
success atthe Atheenum is the best possible 
advertisement for a variety actor who would 
travel. The audiences at this play-hou 
though of the lower ordersin the socia 
scale, have knowledge in such matters and 
can tell a 1.— singer, dancer, or comedian 
from a bad one.

BITS OF GOSSIP FROM WASHINGTON. 


Ingalis as a Source of Amusement—Mrs. 
Cleveland’s Increasing Corpulency. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 2.—[Special.]— 
I overheard Senator Eustis quietly remark 
that Washington was indebted to the races, 
Senator Ingalls, and the circus for a vast 
amount of its recent amusement.

Under the unkindly fire of the 
sun’s light his yellow complexion, with its 
myriad of wrinkles, comes into striking 
prominence; his large head with its iron- 
gray hair, his small features and weak, near- 
sighted black eyes, and his tall, skeleton: 
like figure give bim an air which, while not 
distinguished, is not to be forgotten. 

Speaking of the races reminds me of quite 
a shocking little incident, because it shows 
the peculiar trairting that certain leaders of 
the younger set of Washington have had.

Here and there, however, 
exceptions to the general rule are found, no- 
tably in the careers of Mozart, Mendelssohn, 
Liszt, Raff, Rubinstein, and even Beethoven, 
who was in truth a prodigy, though his subse- 
quent eminence caused his early display of 
phenomenal gifts to be almost forgotten. In 
all of these the precocity of childhood was 
but the natural unfolding of their powers, 
which, — fortunately preserved from the 
destroying influences that so often beset 
youthful talent, proved but the proper pre- 
cursors of the 1 achievements of 
riper years. S Bae be ex- 
pected that children passing unusual 
musical gifte will appear more frequently in 
the future than they have donein the past, 
not alone because of the attention directed 
towards such development by the successes 
of Hofmann and Hegner—successes such as 
many parents will be desirous of seeing 
emulated by their own children—but also 
because the whole tendency of mod- 
ern life liesin this direction. Both Miss 
Cottlow and Miss Ramus appear thus 
far to have had their talents 
developed naturally and without 
resort to any undue forcing processes, and it 
is not difficuit to foresee in each case some of 
the ularities which will probably be 
found in their work in the future if no un- 
toward circumstances intervene to prevent 
the full development of their powers. The 
first-named promises to excel in feats of 
virtuosity and strength, while delicacy of ex- 
pression would seem to be more natural to
